New York, Nov. 6. -There was no <*x- | 
treme activity about political head¬ 
quarter*. but the managers w'^re a.»*rt j 
and watching the close of the earn- t 
paign with givat Interest. The Demo¬ 
cratic National Committee Issued a 
statement claiming with confidence tlie 
election of Judge Parker, and also mak- j 
lng assertions about the campaign fund 
of the Republican party. Chairman 
Oortelyou. although shown a copy of 
the statement, would make no comment 
further than to repeat the claim made 
last night that Roosevelt would have 
314 votes In the electoral college. The 
Democrats claim 270 votes. 

About the hotels where politicians 
usually gather and where great Inter¬ 
est Is shown on the eve of an election, 
there was the *ame quiet that has 
marked the progress of the canvass. A 
few groups In cafes discussed the situa¬ 
tion and expressed opinions on the re¬ 
sult. but there w'na no excitement no© 
offers to wager any laTge sums, which 

has been a feature of previous elections. 

• • • 

Landslide Either Way. 

Some opinion* were expressed by 
members of tho different committees, 
their views being that the election 
would be a landslide for the candidate 
they supported. The wide difference In 
the estimates of the two committees 
and the confidence which the managers 
of both parties expressed caused no lit¬ 
tle comment. 

There was also discussion upon the 
newspaper polls, and they were In¬ 
dorsed or discredited according to the 
party bias of the person Who gave au 

opinion. 

Both committees received reports dur¬ 
ing the day from lieutenants In the 
field, and both claimed that the reports 
bore out their predictions of success, 
and caused their respective partisans 
to declare with Increased confidence 
their belief In the election of the can¬ 
didate they supported. Judge Parker, 
who closed his tour of speeches at 
Brooklyn last evening, remained In N>w 
York until 6 o'clock, when he left for 
Esopus. During the evening he was 
In consultation with the Democratic 
managers here concerning the situation 
and developments of the day. 

No special plnnB have been made by 
either committee for to-morrow, but 
they will be tn close communication 
with party managers In the debatable 
States and the last final suggestions 
for Tuesday’s work will be made. 


THE EMPIRE STATE. 

Managers of Both Parties Claim a 
Decisive Victory. 

New York. Nov. 6.—Quiet times 
marked the Sunday preceding the elec¬ 
tion at the headquarters of both State 
committees to-day. Gov Odell would 
mak** no further predictions than have 
already been made that New York 
would ca?t its vote for Roosevelt for 
President and Higgins for Governor 

Democratic Chairman Cord Meyer 
was not at headquarters to-day. but 
State Senator Patrick H. McCarren, 
chairman of the executive committee, 
reiterated his declaration that Parkei 
would be elected and Herrick would 
carry the State

Murphy Predicts Success. 


BOTH HOPEFUL IN ILLINOIS. 

State Campaign Pushed Vigorously 
By Each Phrty. 

Chicago. Nov. 6 — Nothing developed 
to-day to break the regular Sunday 
monotony at itu* Western headquarters 
of the Republicsn National Committee. 
The day was spent by those remaining 
at headquarters In making estimates of 
how large President Roosevelt's plu¬ 
rality would b®. 

There was a report afloat at head¬ 
quarters to-night that the Republican 
parly would maintain the national 
headquarters of the committee In 
Washington during the next four years. 
To give strength to the report it was 
argued that as Chairman Corteiyou 
would undoubtedly be located In Wash¬ 
ington for the next four years and 
would be unable to use his office a s the 
headquarters of the committee, as Sen¬ 
ator Hanna did, that It would be nec¬ 
essary for convenience sake to open 
headquarters at the National Capital. 

The State campaign Is still being 
pushed vigorously by both parties. 
Each side had a score of mass-meetings 
scheduled for to-night, where every¬ 
body who spoke claimed a victory next 
Tuesday for their different candidates. 

The State leaders on both sides claim 
to be hopeful of victory, although the 
Indications are apparently in favor of 
Republican success. 

• Roy O. West, chairman of the State 
Republican Committee, said to-night: 

"Tuesday's election will make but 
slight If any change in the number of 
Republican Congressmen from Illinois. 
The probabilities now are that the 
State will be represented In Congress 
by at least seventeen Republicans. Two 
of the districts are etHi doubtful, and 
we may be able to cut down the num¬ 
ber of Democratic Congressmen from 
eight to six. untieing our total repre¬ 
sentation nineteen." 

The Democratic leaders, while admit¬ 
ting that It has been an uphill fight, de¬ 
clare that they still have hopes of ear¬ 
ning Illinois for their party. Roger C. 
Sullivan, Democratic National Commit¬ 
teeman. said to-night: 

"While it is a far reach to place Illi¬ 
nois in the Democratic column, still it 
must be remembered that Illinots went 
Democratic In 1892. when nobody ex¬ 
pected It would do so. There are many 
of the niune political conditions In llll- 
n*ds this year as there were twelve 
years ago. and we earnestly believe we 
have a c hance for success again." 

VOTE IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

Republican Leaders Claim a Plurality 
Exceeding 300.000. 

Philadelphia. Nov. The work of the 
vu paign having closed last night, the 
h* iquarters of the various political 
pa ties were deserted to-cl »y. About 
the only interest In the national and 
State tickets in Pennsylvania Is the size 
of the Republican plurality. Repub¬ 
lican State Chairman Penrose predicts 
a plurality of from 300.000 to 325,000 for 
the national ticket, and the same vote 
for John P. Elkin, the Republican nom¬ 
inee for Supreme Court Justice. Mr. 
Elkin's Democratic opponent Is Samuel 
Gustlne Thompson, who holds the place 
by appointment. The Democratic man¬ 
agers have made no estimates beyond 
saying that the Republican prediction 
Is too high. City Republican Leader 
Durham says Philadelphia will give a 
Republican plurality of 130,000 to 133,- 
000 . 

The Democrats have made a deter¬ 
mined fight In eight of the thirty-two 
congressional districts of the State, and 
hope to Increase their present mem¬ 
bership of three In the National House. 
The Republicans c)aini the Republican 
delegation will remain the same. 

The Legislature will remain over¬ 
whelmingly Republican. At the pres¬ 
ent time there Is no indication of op¬ 
position in the Republican ranks to the 
election to the Senate In January of 
Philander C. Knox, who succeeded the 
late Senator Quay by appointment.

Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tamma¬ 
ny Hall, when asked for a final estimate 
on the result of the election to-night, 
said:

DEFENDERS OF PORT ARTHUR 

Reported To Have Retired To the 
Liati Hill Fort. 

London. Nov. 7.—Special dispatches 
from Ohe Foo and Tien Tsin report that 
the defenders of Port Arthur have re¬ 
tired to the Llatl Hill fort, where they 
are holding out desperately. Intrenched 
and with ten guns of large caliber. 
Many Russian*, the correspondent* as¬ 
sert. are deserting and surrendering. 
The Japanese, it is added, are advanc¬ 
ing with irresistible energy. 

More reliable reports do not confirm 
these statements, but the Toklo report 
of the capture of Wantai Hill, a dom¬ 
inating fort within two miles of the 
railroad terminus, show* that the Jap¬ 
anese are making rapid stride*. 

Bennett Burleigh, the Daily Tele¬ 
graph's correspondent, reports from 
Che Foo that there was no fighting on 
the night of November 6. The troops 
of the Mikado, he says, have frequent¬ 
ly stolen into the native tow’n of port 
Arthur after dark, but Invariably were 
driven out at daylight with heavy 
losses. The Japanese have four large 
forts facing the Russian works on 
Rlhlung mountain and Shanshu moun¬ 
tain. where they are mounting naval 
guns on stone foundations. 

Mukden dispatches to Berlin state 
that the Russian commanders are pre¬ 
paring their men to hear of the fall of 
Port Arthur. 


V LADIV OSTOK PROTECTED. 

Norwegian Captain Says It May 
Prove a Second Port Arthur. 

Che Foo., Nov. 6.—As the result of 
months of preparation. Vladivostok is 
now strongly protected, according to 
Capt. Halvorsen. of the Norwegian 
steamer Tungus, which, as told In 
these dispatches last evening, arrived 
here five days out from that port with 
7(h) Chinese refugees, who were unable 
to live at Vladivostok any longer ow¬ 
ing to the high prices of food and oth¬ 
er necessaries, due to the war. 

Capt. Halvorsen says that the Vlad¬ 
ivostok system of fortifications begins 
many miles outside the city proper and 
grows stronger as the city is ap¬ 
proached. 

fchlps laden with food, cannon, am¬ 
munition and all sorts of military sup¬ 
plies frequently arrive at Vladivostok, 
according to Capt. Halvorsen, who says 
that five ships engaged In unloading 
their cargoes were in port when the 
Tungus sailed. 

The captain Is unable to estimate the 
strength of the garrison, but he says 
that everybody at Vladivostok seems 
to be either an officer or an ordinary 
soldier. 

The European residents of Vladivo¬ 
stok show* their confidence In the secur¬ 
ity of the city by evidencing an unwill¬ 
ingness to leave It. 

If the Japanese tnnke an attempt to 
capture Vladivostok it is tho belief of 
Capt. Halvorsen that they will find it 
to be a second Port Arthur. 

Capt. Halvorsen says he believed that 
submarine boats have arrtved at Vlad¬ 
ivostok, but adds that he Is not positive 
In this belief for the reason that at the 
present the Russian naval secrets arc 
being closely guarded. 

The harbor at Vladivostok, he says, 
has been mined for a distance of some 
seven miles. In four miles of this area 
contact mines have been laid, while in 
the remaining three miles electric 
mines have been planted. 

Mall trains arrive at and depart from 
Vladivostok every day. and there is 
now stored there an immense supply of 
coal taken from mines In the neighbor¬ 
hood of the city. 

KUROPATKIN TO GO SLOW. 


Believed That the Japanese Are Pre¬ 
paring To Advance. 

Mukden, Nov. 6.—Quiet continues 
here. The Japanfse are still working 
hard intrench ng the.r front, which be¬ 
gins to look like n oontinuous fort. It 
is believed they are prepirmg eerlously 
to advance, making their front strong, 
possibly In order that it may be held 
by a conuparalively small force, while 
the heavier force engages in flanking 
movements. Th»* Japanese have learned 
by blttt r experience no: to expect much 
fmm a frontal attack. Th*y are obliged, 
however, to maintain u ft - or.g front to 
prevent Gen. Kuropatkin from break¬ 
ing hrough th ir line and carrying the 
war to th*lr rear. 

There Is considerable evidence to In¬ 
dicate that the Japanese will make 
every effort to force the Russians out 
of Mukden, not only for the moral ef¬ 
fect on Europe, but upon the Chinese 
U3 well. Mukden Is extreme.y Import¬ 
ant to them a? winter quarters. The 
Japanese continue to receive re-en¬ 
forcements. and it Is believed by Rus¬ 
sian military men that thcl* advancing 
depend* only upon accumulating suf¬ 
ficient men.

POSITIONS UNCHANGED. 


Russians Continue Ineffectual Bom¬ 
bardment, Japanese Not Reply¬ 
ing. 

Gen. Kurokl’s HeadquarDers, Nov. 5. 
via Fusan. Nov. 6.—The positions of the 
two armies are unchanged. The Rus¬ 
sians continue In frequent and inef¬ 
fectual bombardment, principally at 
night or in the early morning, with 
heavy guns, devoting their energies 
chiefly to the Japanese left where the 
lines are nearer than elsewhere.

The ground Is frozen and the 
soldiers build few fires for warmth, 
lest they draw' the Russian shots. They 
have remarkably and ingeniously well 
constructed shelters of corn stalks 
whenever they are unahle to occupy 
Chinese houses. Fur overcoats are 
being used. 

ATTACKED BY BANDITS. 

Gen. Kuropatkin Reports On Fate of 
An Exploring Party. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 6.—Gen. Kuro¬ 
patkin reported that Lieut. Col. Bog- 
d^noff, who was sent by Viceroy Alex- 
leff to explore Mongolia, accompanied 
by only two Interpreters afnd a courier, 
was attacked by Chines bandits on 
November 3. near Dulnbin mountain, 
on the Chinese Eastern railway, and 
that one of the Interpreters was IdlleU, 
the others of the party being captured. 
Cavalry sent in pursuit of the bandits 
found the corpses of Lieut. Col. Rog- 
aenoff. the second interpreter and ttye 
courier, w'hlch have lx»en brought to 
Harbin. Gen. KufApntkln adds that 
punitive measure? will be taken.

FRICTION BETWEEN 

ITALY AND AUSTRIA. 


Cabinets of Rome and Vienna Are 
Trying To Smooth Over the 
Difficulty. 


Rome, Nov. 6.—When Prenler Ololittl 
came Into power a year ago he found 
the relations between Italy and Austria 
In a very disturbed condition In conse¬ 
quence of the fact that anti-Austrian 
demonstrations had been tolerated by 
Signor Zanardelll, his predecessor, who. 
It is alleged, winked at the propaganda 
for the union with Italy of the Italian 
provinces that are still subject to Aus¬ 
tria. Signor Ololittl changed all this 
and assured Austria she had nothing 
to fenr from Italy. This was publicly 
emphasized by the meeting at Abazzla 
In April last of Signor Tittoni, the 
Italian minister of Foreign Affairs, and 
Count Goluchowsky, the Austrian 
Chancellor. However, Austria’s denial 
of the request of her Italian subjects 
for a national university at Trieste led 
up to the trouble at Innsbruck which 
has'e endangered good relations be¬ 
tween the two Governments. Behind 
all other explanations of the Innsbruck 
affair there Is the racial hatred between 
Italians and Austro-Germans In Italian 
provinces subject to Austria, the lat¬ 
ter element having vainly tried for 
five centuries to Germanize the prov¬ 
inces.

Innsbruck. Nov. 6.—The body of the 
artist Prezzey, who was stabbed through 
the heart wltfi a bayonet during the 
rioting here the night of November 3, 
waa burled this afternoon in the Inns¬ 
bruck cemetery in the presence of a 
great crowd and with an Imposing cer«- 
mony. Perfect order was maintained. 
A strong force of gendarmes kept the 
route clear, and large detachments of 
troops were held In reserve. 

After the funeral crowds promenaded 
the streets singing German patriotic 
songs, and 3.000 people assembled In 
Marla Teresn street, where Deputies 
Berger and Stein delivered Inflammato¬ 
ry addresses. The police interposed, 
and the two Deputies lied to the sta¬ 
tion, where they took train for Vienna 
to avoid arrest. 

Disorders were renewed late this 
evening. A mob paraded the streets, 
whistling and cat-calling and throwing 
fireworks under the feet of the horses 
of the gendarmes who were attempting 
to disperse them. Re-enforcements for 
the gendarmes finally arrived, scatter¬ 
ed the rioters and closed the road to 
the Imperial palace to all traffic.

Ferrl, the .Socialist leader, In most 
of the forty constituencies, gat he ted 
only a few votes, especially where the 
.Socialist candidate* were competing 
with prominent pollilctans, as minister 
of the Treasury* Luzzatti who had 1.866 
vc'tea out of 2,000 and Ferrl 106. 

The Clericals voted almost every¬ 
where for Conservative candidates. 

Further returns and second balloting* 
next Sunday may considerably change 
the situation. 

BULL ON THE TRACK 


BLOCKS CAR ON THE ROAD TO 
PROSPECT. 


With One Leg Broken, the Mad¬ 
dened Animal Pursues Mo- 
tonnan. 


Motormen of the new suburban line 
of the Louisville Railway Company 
running to Prospect have had their 
share of exciting experiences since the 
line was opened, but Joseph Smith, the 
motorman whose car reached Louisville 
at 8:30 o’clock last night, feels ;is if he 
had discovered the most trouble and 
the liveliest five minutes of any of his 
brother car drivers. 

The line to ITospect is hidden for a 
great part of the way by great walls of 
bushes, and at a point midway between 
Louisville and the Country Club these 
nre heavier than anywhere else on the 
line. It was while his car was passing 
this point that Smith had his troubles 
last night. The particular cause of the 
trouble was a bull of the shorthorned, 
stubborn type, who dashed from the 
bushes as the car rounded a curve. 

Planting hlmBelf squarely In the mid¬ 
dle of the track, the bull lowered his 
head In the fierce glare of the head¬ 
light and pawed the ballast from be¬ 
tween the rails as a signal for the car 
to stop and ns a warning to any one 
who should Infringe upon his will. The 
curve was short, however, and the 
speed of the car so great that no mat¬ 
ter how willing Motorman Smith was 
to avoid conflict with the maddened an¬ 
imal, he was unable to stop the car un¬ 
til the bull had been struck squarely. 
The headlight of the car was smashed 
and a right fore leg of the bull was 
broken, but notwithstanding this fact, 
the animal refused to leave the track. 

Feeling that It won his duty to escort 
the bull to a safer standing place, 
Smith unfastened his doors and climb¬ 
ed down to persuade the animal that 
his car must be run on time. The In¬ 
stant his feet touched the ground the 
bull made a dash for the motorman, 
nnd despite the fact that only three 
feet could be operated, such good speed 
was made that Smith had to jump 
down the embankment to escape the 
onslaught. The bull followed, bellow¬ 
ing a challenge and with all the agility 
he could summon. Smith only succeeded 
In running around Tils car and climbing 
to safety before the bull was sgaln 
upon him. After he had reached his 
controlling levers, however, the motor- 
man decided that the only thing to 
compete with bull flesh was electricity, 
and calmly turning on the current, 
pushed the bull from the track and suc¬ 
ceeded In reaching the destination of 
the Prospect cars without further dam¬ 
age.

WHILE ON A SPREE. 


Charge Against John Hagan, Who 
Was Arrested Yesterday. 


Evansville, Ind.. Nov. 6.—[Special.]—

Bowling Green. Ky.. while drunk tried 
to kill Lorenzo Reed, another rouster.

CANADIAN ELECTION RESULT 
MEANS NEW RAILWAY BUILT. 


[Ottawa, On«., Telegram to the Chicago 
Record-Herald. ] 

A new transcontlnentaJ railway will 
now be built, tho LaUrler propo?ral call¬ 
ing for a line through tho region from 
the Atlantic to Quebec,«and fro-m Quebec 
to Winnipeg, to be constructed by the 
Government and to be leased to the 
Grand Trunk road for fifty years at 3 
per cent., wkh exemption from Interest 
for the first seven years of operation. 
From Winnipeg west tho raiVway will be 
built by the Grand Trunk Itsekf, the con¬ 
struction to be bonuqed to the extent of 
a gtrarantee of IMoreet on bonds for 
$13,000 a mile. The consorvatlvia have 
declared for Government ownership of the 
road throughout Its length, but his plan 
has not met the view's of the electorate.

Albert J. Morphy Does Wonders With Stomps to Which 
Are Added Boots and Hooks. 


"Thank God I have my teeth, fur 
without them 1 would not be able to 
dress myself or do anything.* My teeth 
are my best friend." 

The man who said this last night was 
dressed In a long Prince Albert coat, 
was wearing a high silk hat and walked 
with the air of a man who enjoyed life. 
Yet this mun has no feet and no hands. 
To look at him as he talked one would 
never believe that he was depi^ved of 
the members which are regarded us 
moat essential to man, and that he Is 
compelled to rely on the use of hooks 
for hands. Ills name Is A. J. Murphy, 
and he Is a" living example of what a 
man can do when he seta himself to the 
task with determination. Murphy Is 
an Irishman. No other race could pro¬ 
duce a man who would still retain his 
good humor and happy disposition In 
the face of so great a loss as that of 
both hands an^d feet. His story a? 
he tells It Is Interesting. 

Murphy lived In the West, his home 
being Portland, Ore. In the winter of 
1888 he was caught out on the plains 
In Manitoba In a terrible blizzard. For 
two days and two nights he wandered 
In a blinding snowstorm with the ther¬ 
mometer nearly at sera When he stag¬ 
gered into a house and was thawed out, 
it was found that his feet and handu 
had been frozen and amputation was 
necessary The doctor who performed 
the operation bald: "Poor boy, you 
had better have died." Murphy’s father 
said the same thing, but Murphy was 
not to be daunted He started out to 
learn to use something to replace the 
missing members, lie tried artificial 
arms and feet, but they failed. 

Murphy came to Louisville twelve 
years ago, propelling himself In a push 
cast, utterly helpless. He was trying 
to raise money to buy substitutes for 


his missing members, ami he succeeded 
largely through the contributions which 
were made to him here In Louisville. 
The man then had made the present 
appliances which he ub«m. For his feet 
he has high top boots, which are fast¬ 
ened by a strap around his w^aict. His 
hands are steel hooks. Yet with these 
hands Murphy can dress and undre.-e 
himself, buttoning all the buttons with 
ease; con fasten the straps which hold 
the artificial members In place and 
even ures the hooks to make gestures 
while he talks. 

With his teeth he puts on and take* 
off the appliances. His teeth also come 
In handy In fastening in the knife and 
fork which he screws Into the place 
usually occupied by the hooks. The 
knife and fork are screwed In by the 
tongue, while the t$eth hold It In po¬ 
sition. With this knife and fork Mur¬ 
phy can eat as well as any one. 

‘ Now’, men, I am going to be honest 
with you. I am not broke and starv¬ 
ing. I have money in the bank, but I 
want more money there for some time, 
and it will not be long, I will not be 
able to get around and then I will need 
ihat little bank account." This is the 
kind of a talk which Murphy gives 
after he has shown an audience how 
he can manipulate the shortened 
stumps of what were once arms and 
legs. "If you feel that I deserve any¬ 
thing for my nerve in getting my mem¬ 
bers so that I can use them then put 
a nickel or a dime Into my hat. 1 do 
not want you to give a quarter or a 
half dollar. Just small change that you 
will not miss, but which, added to¬ 
gether. will mean money for tne. I 
have as much right, to earn a dollar a» 
John D. Rockefeller or Plerpont Mor¬ 
gan, and even If I am deprived of earn. 
Ing a living by physical effort, I can 
use my head."

WILL RETURN TO WORK 

AT REDUCED WAGES. 


Strike oft Mine Engineers In Illinois 
Seems To Be At An End. 


Springfield. Ill., tfov. 6.—Officials of 
the Illinois United Mine Workers re¬ 
ceived reports this afternoon from over 
the State that a large per cent of the 
striking engineers have decided to ac¬ 
cept a reduction of 5.55 per cent in 
wages and become members of the 
miners* organization. These men will 
appear at the mines Monday and ask 
to be reinstated. 

While the reports conflict with the 
statement made Saturday afternoon by 
Mack Taylor of Danville, president of 
the engineers, that practically every 
district had voted to continue the 
strike the officials of the United Mine 
Workers saw there Is no question that 
the nrajority of the engineers will go 
back to work. 

The engln^rs at Spring Valley, 
wh»ro 3.000 miners are employed, have 
voted to return tn work. The engi¬ 
neers In the LaSalle coal fields, wheij 
s like number of miners are employed, 
also have voted to return to work un¬ 
der the new scale. In the Wilmington 
or northern coni fields the engineers, 
too, have voted to abide by the agree¬ 
ment. and go back to work.

The Campaign In New Jersey Will 
Be Carried On. 

Trenton, N. J.. Nov. 6.—The Interest 
In the State campaign in New Jersey 
has been so great that the Democratic 
and Republican gubernatorial nominees 
will not close their respective canvasses 
until to-morrow nlghL Both Edward 
C. Stokes, the Republican nominee, and 
Charles i *. B&lck. the Democratic stan¬ 
dard-bearer. accompanied by other 
speakers, will make short tours and 
deliver addresses. The day brought 
forth no change In the predictions of 
the party leadsr as to Tuesday’s re¬ 
sults.

PROSPERITY OF RICH ASSIGNED 
AS THE CAUSE. 


NEWS OF DIAMOND INDUSTRY. 


The wearing of precious stones by 
men and wxwnen In the United State* 
is more general to-day than at any 
other time iri the history of the coun¬ 
try. This 1* Indicated, say* tbelWaah- 
lngton correspondent of the Brooklyn 
Eagle, by the fact that the value of 
the inrportation of gems of all kind* 
lost year was far greater than that of 
the preceding years, and twice as valu¬ 
able as the lnrportatlomi of four years 
ago. This Information 1* found In a 
report on the production of precious 
atones for the last year. Just issued by 
the Geological Survey. 

Twenty-six million dollars* worth of 
dlimonds, rubles and other gem* were 
Imported Into this country last year. 
In 1902 the importation* Wcrre $24,750,000, 
but in 1900 they were valued at lers 
than $13,300,000. Prosperity for the rich 
ha* served to increase 100 per cent, the 
value of the purchases of precious 
stones from abroad in the *hort period 
at four year*. Unset diamond* con¬ 
stitute the bulk of the importation* of 
precious atones, aggregating more than 
$13,000,000 last year. Rough or uncut 
diamonds to the value of $10,275,000 
were Imported, the tmlance of the Im¬ 
ports being made up of small lots of 
other gem* of a less <x>atly character. 

The quantity of uhcul and unset dla 
rnonds Imported Is steadily increasing. 
Formerly these gems were brought into 
the country* In settings, ready* to wear. 
But the diamond cutting Industry has 
advanced *o “wonderfully in recent 
years that our native artisans are now 
considered the equal of the best cut¬ 
ters of Amsterdam and other European 
countries. American Jewelers are also 
recognised as leaders in designing novel 
and artistic settings for atones. 

• • • 

Many New Diamond Mines* 

Important new* to the diamond trade 
and to the lovers of theae gems gen¬ 
erally Is found In the statement In the 
Government report that extensive de¬ 
velopments have taken place In the 
laat year in the Transvaal diamond 
field*. Many new mines have been lo¬ 
cated and something like 100 prospective 
abaft* have been sunk to varying 
depth* to test the nature apd extent of 
the depoHit*. Thu diamond* found re¬ 
semble In general those of the famous 
Kimberley mine*, the red clay being 
very* rich In gems. Thus far the output 
has compared not unfavorably with th-j 
de Beer* property, superior to It in 
yield ppr load, but Inferior In alze and 
quality of stones obtained. 

One of the best mines in the new field, 
the Premier, was opened In May of last 
year and from June to October the 
monthly output advanced from 14,019 
eftrata to 22.549 carats, the number of 
carat* per load varying from 1.03 to 1.47. 
Of late years the average per load for 
the Kimberley mines has been only 0 76 
carat. There are estimated to be 20,- 
000,000 loads In sight in the Premier 
mine, and this fact for a time caused 
some serious speculation as to whether 
this new source might not have soma 
effect on the world's price of diamond* 
But It appear* that the powerful dia¬ 
mond trust, which controls the de Beers 
and Kimberley mines, la in a position 
to practically wipe out the new venture 
in the Transvaal. If It 1* so disposed. 
The Kimberley diamond* are worth 
$11.62 a carat, while the new Premier 
stone* only bring about $6.75. The Kim¬ 
berley Company can reduce the price of 
It* product several dollars per carat and 
thus kill off Its rival If the latter be¬ 
comes dangerous. It 1* thought that 
this will be done If the development In 
the new field continues at the rate of 
the last few months. At the present 
time the Premier mJne yields about 
four-fifth* or more of the entire dla 
mond product of the Transvaal.

At no former period were watch jew 
els made *«» perfect a* to mechanical 
accuracy a* at the present time. In the 
loat fifteen years there has be^n a very 
marked Improvement in watches, the 
number of stones required for the works 
has been Increased by nine, and a* mil¬ 
lions of w&u-he# are made annually the 
number of Jewels annually sold is be¬ 
tween 15 , 000,000 and 20.000,000. Till* fact 
ha* had a great influence on the gem 
Industry. The little stones are pieiwl 
to receive the gearing of the axles of 
the wheels. The object of using them 
Is to give the works a base which shall 
cause the least friction and shall not 
wear out easily. 

Among the Jewel* employed for thi* 
purpose the garnet Is the least valuable, 
but it Is much used in the cheaper 
watches. Sapphires and rubles, fine 
enough In quality to make gems, are 
mostly used, but only minute pieces 
are necessary. For the most part, how¬ 
ever. these gems are merely fragments 
of larger ones which have no color or 
else are rolled crystals that are of such 
color as to have no value and hence are 
not considered as Jewels. This Is es¬ 
pecially true of sapphires too pale for 
setting which, however, are a shade 
harder, and hence more serviceable for 
watch stones. Many thousand ounces 
of these American gems are sold at 
from $1 to $5 per ounce and are an im 
port ant factor In American sapphire 
mining. In Switzerland moot of the 
gems are cut and sold In boxes of from 
!’»00 to 1.000 per box. Each stone ha* 
been given a rounded form and Is pierc¬ 
ed In the cetvter. Sapphires, rubies and 
even diamonds are used with wonderful 
Ingenuity and with the Increasing de¬ 
mand for hard bearings In the endless 
variety of electrical devices In which 
the moving points revolve rapidly, then* 
Is much to be looked for in the way 
of new devices, and a greatly increased 
demand for watch jewels D proba¬ 
ble. 

The roport gives the following hit of 
Information by which the lovers of jade 
inay tel4 the real antique article from 
the imitation: "Objects In Jide of 
Uhnc.se manufacture are rarely In¬ 
scribed with a date outside of the im¬ 
perial workshops In the palace of Pe¬ 
kin. so that the Inscription of a ’mark* 
under the foot of a piece may generally 
be taken to indicate that It was espec¬ 
ially made for the use of the Emperor 
hoar reign is indicated." 

Only $50 worth of diamonds were 
mined in this country last year and 
they were discovered only accidental !y 
in other mining operations. The pro¬ 
duction of turquoise Is the most valua¬ 
ble of nil th? output of precious stones 
in the United States. $110,000 worth of 
them being mined last year. Sapphires 
next come In point of value, $100,000 
worth of them being dug up last y *.ir 
Then come tourmalines, worth $45,000. 
quartz cry^tnl worth $13,000 and the bal¬ 
ance scattered.

GROWN UNDER BIG TENT.

Some of the farmers In Sauk county 

re adopting a new system of raising 
tobacco, which has proven a success, 
writes a Baraboo, Wls., correspondent 
of the New York Commercial. It Is 
cultivated under the cover of a tent, 
and one farmer near Sauk City has just 
harvested one of the finest crops of 
high gTade tobacco ever raised in the 
State. 

Two acres were devoted to the crop, 
which was entirely covered with a tent. 
Sumatra tobacco was grown exclusive¬ 
ly. and the leaves produced are very 
thin. They are of lighter color than 
those in the open field, and as soon as 
they attain the proper size and texture 
are taken from the parent plant for 
curing. 

The cost and net profit of raising to¬ 
bacco In this way Is in Interesting fea¬ 
ture. The total expenditure for rais¬ 
ing tobacco under cuver is about $ 0) 
an acre, of which $500 Is necessary for 
the tent. The tentcloth Is very thin, 
much like cheesecloth, and Is made for 
this particular purpose. With good care 
it will last two seasons. About 2,000 
pounds are produced on an acre, which 
sell for about $1,460, the grower real¬ 
izing about $600 net. 

Although the grower takes many 


chances from storms, which may carry 
off hi* tent and leave the tender plants 
to the mercy of the elements, yet ther# 
are advantages In growing the weed In 
this way. The plants can be placed In 
the soil earlier, the land will not give 
up Its moisture so readily and ther# 
are no worm* to kill when grown under 
a tent. Under the cover the heat Is 
penetrating and the plants grow very 
tall. In the open plants grow about 
four feet tall, while under tents they 
are nine feet, and often the blossoms 
will push up the cover. 

Outside of a tent plants are set three 
by two feet, while inside they ur# 
placed a distance of one foot apart, 
and the rows two feet distant. The 
rain sift* through the covering and 
falls on the plants In a soft, gentle 
shower. There Is more or I**ks loss on 
the outside, while under cover every 
plant produces Its share of rich leaves. 
The topmost leave* are not gathered, 
but, with the stulk. are plowed under 
to fertilize the soil for the next harvest-

Saturday Evening, Nov. 5.—With poli¬ 
tics the chief topic of discussion during 
the week and the election so near at 
\ hand, It la but natural that a degree of 
hesitation and Irregularity should b© 
manifest in the stock market. Fifty-eight 
stocks have declined 'and thirty-one have 
advanced, while five others have remained 
steady. The declines extended from a 
fraction to two and three points, such ac¬ 
tive Issues as L. and N. losing and oth¬ 
ers, like Pennsylvania and United States 
■" preferred, advancing ’4 and IVi per 

c«-nt. Such a market might naturally be 
expected Just prior to the election, nol- 
•wiihirtaniUng the statement frequently 
•mol- during the campaign that no ma/t- 
ter what the final result no aerlous dis¬ 
turbance to business progress need be an¬ 
ticipated. Under the eircum stances mar¬ 
ket values have held remarkably firm and 
there seems to be little doubt in any 
quarter of ultimately higher prices 

The country Is not yet fully reaping the 
benefit of the large crops which nave 
been harvested and which have furnished 
the basis for the stimulation of business 
In all lines, which is now Just beginning 
to be felt. Bradstreets this week reports 
increased activity in a number of indus¬ 
tries, headed by Iron, steel and allied 
lines of manufacture. While the Fall 
River strike continues, there has been a 
resumption of work by 10,000 cotton mill 
bands In the East, though this latter is 
more than offset bv the idleness of 40.000 
coal miners in Indiana and Illinois and 
higher price* for bltumlnoua coal. A sig¬ 
nificant faot is that clearings for October 
exceeded those of any other month this 
year, arid all prior October totals, and 
fall very little short of the records of the 
spring of 1901. To some extent this show¬ 
ing la due to increased stock market 
activity, but an Indication of business 
pixigrres Is afforded In the fact that out¬ 
ride of New York the totals surpass all, 
previous records. The Western States 
alone show a decrease of 0.2 per cent,, 
while the New England States show an 
Inwcase of 1.2, the Middle States 3S.1. the 
Northwestern 0.3, South western 2 3. South¬ 
ern 2.2 and FUr Western 3.4. Exclusive of 
the gain of Now York city, the increase iri 
clearings for the whole country wus 2.1 
per cent., the figures being 311,431.000.000, 
against $»,111.000.000 in October. 1003. $11,- 
STLOOO.OCiO In 1902, $»,200.000,000 In 1901 and 
$7,564,000,000 in 1900. No better illustration 
of the growth in business could be af¬ 
forded. 

Not withstanding a loss of cash in excess 
of $3,000,000 by New York banks during 
the week, rates for money have been 
remarkably cosy. -Attention has been di¬ 
rected to international money-market con¬ 
ditions in view of the advance In sterling 
exchange to the gold export point, which 
Is rather unusual at this season of the 
y*far. when our foreign trad© balance is 
constantly increased by export* of agri¬ 
cultural products, principally cotton and 
articles of manufacture. The possibility 
of further exports of gold In addition to 
tho $8,600,000 shipped abroad this week 
and the likelihood of another call by the 
Secretary of tho Treasury* for Govern¬ 
ment deposits to replenish the national 
exchequer, have figured in th« discussion 
of the prospective money supply for busi¬ 
ness and speculation. That tho financing 
of tho Russian war loan of $270,000.000*l* 
In some sense responsible for the outgo 
of gold at this time is generally conceded 
Some apprehension has be<en excited by 
the fact that the treasury's stock of bar 
gold nag boon greatly reduced by recent 
«xportatk>n*. with a possibility that sterl¬ 
ing exchange may advance to the point 
where shipments of gold coin would be 
compelled, -though this now seems im¬ 
practicable. as tho stock of bar gold is 
feeing replenished. Another facto;- wTilch 
created some uneasiness was the inter¬ 
view attributed to Mr. Howard P. Froth- 
Ingham, the broker who makes the great¬ 
er portion of loans in Wall street for 
New York bank*, to tho effect that much 
higher rates for money might b3 reason¬ 
ably anticipated In the near future. It 
1* worthy of note that Mr. Froth Ingham 
makes absolute denial of this alleged in¬ 
terview, and adds that In his opinion 
money rates will continue easy for some 
time to come. When the situation Is fully 
analysed there does not appear to be hs 
much ground for concern as surface in¬ 
dications would imply. Part of the gold 
which was exported came from Australia 
via Ban Fraivclsco and by telegraphic 
transfer was made available at New York 
to European financial centers, being 
■imply In transit thereto. The new gold 
received from the West and from Alaska, 
counts very materially In the regulation 
of supply at Now York, and the fact that 
New York exchange at Chicago advanced 
to a slight premium during the week 
foreshadows the early oereatlon of crop- 
rooving demands. The bank statement 
for the week was about as expected, a 
favorable feature being the doorcase of 
loans of over $2,000,000. 

There was a little movement In cotton, 
but the net change for the week as « 
whole was amall. Capital was made out 
of tlio ginning report, which showed the 
amount ginned up to r>.-tot>er IS to he 
within 3.402.076 commercial l^tlefl of last 
year's total crop, exclusive of 1 Inter*. 
Comparison* are of little value, as up to 
October 18. but 37.6 of the crop had 

been ginned and if this percentage be 
applied to the amount ginned up to thar 
date this year It would give a total of 
17,068.807 commercial halos, which is un¬ 
doubtedly far In excess of the actual crop 
Nevertheless. the season for picking hue 
been very favorable and all indication!! 
point to a lurge yield 
The wheat market has shown a reac- 


That Unspeakable Infamy. 

All the Republican newspaper* have 
big headlines* to this effect. “Roosevelt's

Meanwhile, Mr. Cleveland says of 
poor Cortel 3 *ou—the Roosevelt go-be¬ 
tween—the mere man of straw*—created 
to carry out the President's corrupt 
transaction: 

"Mr. Cartel you, before hi* election ns 
the head of the partisan National Com¬ 
mittee, with all It Implies, wus pre emi¬ 
nently the best Illustration the country 
afforded of the useful and beneficent op¬ 
eration of civil service reform. Without 
knfluenew or powerful friends, ho earned 
a humble place in the public service 
through civil service examination. He rose 
step by step through his own merits to 
positions of the most delicate and confi¬ 
dential character, and when he was put 
at the head of an Important and new de¬ 
part mem. of the Government and took a 
place among the members of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Cabinet, 1 believe there was no*t a 
right-Chin king man in the United Staten 
who did not rejoice In his advancement as 
well-earned, and 1 am sure every sincere 
civil service reformer was gratified by the 
opportunity afforded to point to so con¬ 
vincing a Justification of the reform. 

‘The last place his friends or the friends 
of civil service reform would have 
thought of es one he could appropriately 
occupy was chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, and the last thing 
they could have expected him to do was 
to resign hi* well-earned and befitting 
Cabinet position to take such a place. 

"I regard It a distinct loss to the cause 
of civil service reform that he should 
have gravitated to duties and work so far 
and so distinctly removed from any rela¬ 
tionship 1.0 this reform, or even to *the best 
things In polltlea. 

“It is In xny belief most unfortunate that 
when Mr. Cortelyou assume* again Cab¬ 
inet duties, as it seems to be conceded 
he will after the election, he will be given 
the place, not In illustration of civil ser¬ 
vice reform, but In payment of the work 
performed, and. to say the least of It, the 
most suspicious partisan service.'' 

Poor Cortelyou! He Is Indeed to be 
pitied, lie might have lived and died 
an honorable, honored gentleman. He 
might have gained an enviable distinc¬ 
tion. He 1* a moat meritorious ai.d ac¬ 
complished man, but putty In the hands 
of a bold, unprincipled buccaneer, like 
Theodore Roosevelt, who—with extra¬ 
ordinary ability and foresight as a 
spoils politician—saw the situation 
ahead and provided to meet It. The 
Department of Commerce was made to 
his bid. Cortelyou, Intelligent and pli¬ 
ant, was right at his elbow. Yet, re¬ 
solved to take no chances, he not only 
transfer* him from the Department of 
Commerce after he had collected the 
needful information, but he announces 
that he Is to be Postmaster General In 
case the scheme to buy the election by 
blackmailing the corporations 1* suc¬ 
cessful. Thu*, at one fell swoop, he 
force* both the Tru*t*. whose ls*ue 
hangs In the balance, and the Railways, 
whose Issue will be In the balance 
when Mr. Cortelyou assume* the pri¬ 
macy of the Postal Department 

Was the like ever before dreamed of 
In American politics? If It wins, 
shame to the people! Yet, it will be 
worse than that, for. after the election 
of this able, unprincipled and danger¬ 
ous man. It will not be long before they 
begin to realize the consequences of 
their lack both of Intelligence and 
virtue. 

However. Roosevelt Is not elected 
yet. and, by the setting of to-morrow's 
sun. let us hope, and believe, and vote 
his defeat! 

A Republican Veteran. 

Ethan Allen, a prominent member of 
the Union League Club of New York 
City and Chairman of the Liberal Re¬ 
publican National Committee An 1872, a 
close friend of James G. Blaine, and 
one of the most active of his support¬ 
er* in the Presidential campaign of 
1884, will vote for Judge Parker, and 
In a recent Interview gave his reasons 
for so doing. Speaking of Roosevelt, 
Col. Allen said: 

“I do not betteve that. politically speak. 
Ing, he has an honest hair In his head. In 
my Judgment there l® hardly any length 
to which he would not go to advance his 
political ambition. 

“Grant once saJd: *1 voted for Buch¬ 
anan because I knew Fremont.' So I may 
say I shall vote for Parker because I 
know R-oosevelt. To begin with, who Is 
this man that he should soar so high? 
What public service has he ever render*J 
to Justify his present altitude before the 
people? Before an assassin made him 
President of the United States no really 
notable act stood to his credit. 

“He is an advertised product, like a sar¬ 
saparilla or a corn salve. In a political 
sense he has never traveled In a straight 
and honest line, but his course ha* been 
more tortuous than an Egyptian laby¬ 
rinth. His profession has been that of an 
office-seeker, and he has been equally 
shrewd and successful in all his politic;)! 
relation*. Part lea have not been able to 
change more quickly than h * could, In 
order that he might be available for some 
office. So man can pursue this course 
without running perilously near to the 
charge of being a hypocrite and baviag 
no fixed principles." 

This Is an exact portrait of Theo¬ 
dore Rcosevelt. He Is the barest sham 
and fraud who has ever appeared In 
the forefront of American politic*, in 
all respects Che worst m«.n who ever 
occupied the White House. Ethan 
Allen knows him well. Just before his 
recent death, the old care-taker of the 


Capitol at Albany, a man of (dose ob¬ 
servation and clear good sense, with 
a lifetime knowledge of public men and 
affairs, said of Theodore Roosevelt: “I 
have known all ohe Governors of New 
York for thirty years, and he is the 
only faker." 




Fairbanks Condemns Roosevelt. 

Senator Fairbanks, In his Indiana 
speeches, is rebuking Judge Parker for 
“dragging personalities" Into the cam¬ 
paign. In the face of great national 
questions, w’hlch should be discussed 
and fairly determined, he say*, person¬ 
alities seem out of place. “The fact is 
to be deplored that personalities have 
been dragged Into the present cam¬ 
paign by the opposition. It 1* an obvi¬ 
ous attempt to divert public attention 
from the great questions with respect 
to which Democracy stands discredited 
before the American people." We 
should take the discussion “out of the 
swamp* of personalities, and personal 
detraction and put It on the high level 
where questions involving the destiny 
of the Republic should be considered." 

And how ha* Judge Parker dragged 
personalities into the campaign? Let 
Senator Fairbanks* complaint be given 
In his own words? 

“It is to bo regretted that the honor¬ 
able candidate for tho presidency on the 
Democratic ticket makes the suggestion 
that the President and the chairman of'* 
the Republican Nationul Committee have 
prostituted their position* to aid In the 
collection of campaign funds It Is in¬ 
credible that a candidate for the high of¬ 
fice of President of the United States 
should give utterance to a charge *o ut¬ 
terly groundless. He doe* himself Injus¬ 
tice and he affront* the Intelligence of the 
American people, when he Imputes to his 
opponent an act so unworthy and so ab¬ 
solutely unfounded." 

“Absolutely unfounded"/l* a broad 
assertion* which, if it can be sustained, 
condemn* Judge Parker and all other 
men who criticise Messrs. Roocevelt 
and Cortelyou In this matter. Can it 
be sustained? Has any attempt to sus¬ 
tain it been made? What axe the facts? 
They were truthfully stated by Judge 
Parker In the words which aroused fn 
Senator Fairbanks such Indignation. 
Said Judge Parker in hla Madison 
Square Garden speech: 

“Congress creates a new Department of 
Commerce and* Labor. Of that depart¬ 
ment, the President of the United State* 
appoints a Secretary. That Socretary was 
hi* private secretary. Withlu that depart¬ 
ment provision Is made for the collection 
from large corporations, including the so- 
called trust*, of Information, which It 19 
to be borne In mind I* to be submitted to 
the President for public or private use as 
he may direct. By grace of the same Ex¬ 
ecutive, this Secretary, through whose 
department this Information Is collected, 
becomes the chairman of the National 
Republican Committee. His chief duty 
ho* been and still Is to collect funds for 
the purpose of securing the election of 
the President, and It is now* notorious 
that there has been received from this 
organized Importunity—whatever may be 
the precise way in which It Is made ef¬ 
fective—an overflowing treasury to the 
commit tee,"of which boast 1* openly and 
continually made." 

Every word of that is true. Every 
statement 1* a fact. Not one statement 
can be refuted, or has even been de¬ 
nied. Congress did create this depart¬ 
ment on the desire of the President 
He did make hi* secretary chief of that 
department. Bt is the function of that 
department to collect Information re¬ 
garding the corporations and trusts. 
That information la at the disposal of 
the President, entirely In his discretion. 
The President did make the chief of 
that department the chairman of his 
National Committee. It Is the principal 
duty of that functionary to collect a 
campaign fund. He has collected such 
a fund, largely from the corporations 
and trusts which have been Investigat¬ 
ed or are subject to investigation by 
the department of which he was lately 
the head. 

These are the faot*, and they con¬ 
stitute a national scandal In them¬ 
selves. The most charitable apology for 
the President that could be made by 
Senator Fairbanks himself would be 
that when the President selected Mr. 
Cortelyou for chairman of the National 
Committee he had no purpose that his 
relation* with the Department of Com¬ 
merce and Labor should have any Influ¬ 
ence on those from whom he sought 
campaign contributions, and that no at¬ 
tempt has been made to exert such an 
Influence. But that would be a con¬ 
demnation of the President's intelli¬ 
gence. for every Intelligent man know* 
that whether or not any attempt were 
made to exert such an influence, that 
Influence tvould necessarily be felt. Hu¬ 
man nature would not be human na¬ 
ture If the manager of business 
enterprises did not feel that It would 
be prudent to make a favorable re¬ 
sponse to the solicitation of one who 
but recently had such power In relation 
to their secret affairs, in the Interest 
of his chief who still has even greater 
power; or if the managers of railroads, 
tvbich get such plums for mall trans¬ 
portation, could help being moved In 
making response to similar solicitations 
by the knowledge that he who makes 
those solicitations Is to be placed at the 
head of the Post-office Department in 
the event of the election of him for 
whom those solicitations are made. 

Thus, even In thl$ most charitable 
view*, the undisputed facts are a nation¬ 
al scandal w’hich would crush any man 
unsupported by that purtlsa'n zeal 
w’hlch condone* anything In politics 
that may ‘nduce to party triumph. 

Most people, however, who know how 
the game of politics Is played, who 
know to what extremes men will go 
In politics who would never stoop to 
questionable or discreditable methods 
out of politics, do not take so charita¬ 
ble a view of this situation in which 
the President has placed himself, and 
fully agree with Judge Parker when he 
added, after stating these facts: 

“Although this may be satisfactory to 
the conscience of Republican leaders. It 
must, I firmly believe, be condemned as 
nothing short of scandalous, not alone by 
myself or the Democratic party, but by 
the American people as well. 

“It Is sa:d by Mr. Hay that the char¬ 
acter of Mr. Lincoln furnishes the stand¬ 
ard for Mr. Roosevelt In his conduct na 
President. 1 do not have to pause to 
hear your thundering no when 1 ask. 




would Lincoln have done or permitted this 
to be done?, • 

“The whole performance Is a shameless 
exhibition of a willingness to make com¬ 
promise with decency. In ordpr thut sums 
of money may be gathered together suf¬ 
ficiently vast in amount to Justify the In¬ 
solent boast even now that there is no 
question as to the success which by such 
a course the Republican managers so 
confidently predict. The performance Is 
entitled only to the credit that It In no 
8en*e partakes of hypocrisy. It la as bold 
us it is improper and indefensible." 

Senator Fairbanks thinks It repre¬ 
hensible In a candidate for the presi¬ 
dency thus to criticise a candidate for 
the presidency. But what. If he could 
free himself of partisan bins, would he 
say of a candidate for the presidency 
u'ho had thus made himself subject to 
such criticism? 

And if Judge Parker's criticism In 
this matter is to be condemned as drag¬ 
ging personalities into the campaign, 
what would Senator Fairbanks have to 
say of the previous action of President 
Roosevelt In summoning Senator Knox 
to the White House and having him 
give out a statement in ivhlch he used 
this language with reference to Judge 
Parker? 

“When Judge Parker last actively par¬ 
ticipated In politics off the bench he was 
chairman of the New York State Demo¬ 
cratic Committee, which elected David B. 
HIH as Governor. Ha was a cog In the 
Hill machine. There never have been hi 
our political history methods more de¬ 
basing and corrupt than those of tho Hill 
machine in New York, tmd they culmi¬ 
nated In the steal of the State by the 
Maynard frauds, and the overthrew of 
the Hill machine In consequence. Tills was 
the machine which Mr. Parker ran until, 
a* a reward for running it. he wus made 
a Judge by Hill, and these are the meth¬ 
ods he deplore*." 

It Is Immaterial whether Senator 
Knox or President Roosevelt wrote 
that. It was sent out by Senator Knox 
with President Roosevelt’* sanction 
and authorization, and Is a* much his 
expression a* If he wo* its actual au¬ 
thor. How. therefore, can Senator Fair¬ 
banks, in f&lmess, when denouncing 
the dragging of personalities Into the 
campaign, escape first applying to 
President Roosevejt, as the first offend¬ 
er, the words which he ha* applied to 
Judge Parker? 


their affected contempt of the Demo¬ 
cratic strength have given way to the 
adoption of desperate methods to avert 
defeat. 

Of a part with this changed policy 
was the organized effort at New¬ 
ark the other night to break 
up the Democratic meeting and pre¬ 
vent Judge Parker from speaking.

It is 
such a leader who commands the de¬ 
votion of his followers, and everything 
lends to show that he has their en¬ 
thusiastic admiration and support.

I Wonder. 


A Veritable Boomerang. 

Never since the organization of our 
Government waa there *uch a display 
of unbridled rage and impotent denun¬ 
ciation as that exhibited In Mr. Roose¬ 
velt's diatribe against Judge Parker, 
concerning his own complicity with 
Cortelyou In the fat-frying process. 
Notwithstanding sruch charges hud 
been current for months and permitted 
to pass unrefuted, at the eleventh hour 
w’hen he supposed It too late for suc¬ 
cessful rejoinder he issued his fulmina- 
tlon from th* White House and vainly 
hoped to stem the tide which had set 
la so strongly against him. But he 
reckoned without his host. Evidently 
he had misjudged the caliber of his 
opponent, who. beneath the calm ju¬ 
dicial composure of his w’ell-balanced 
mrtnd, possesses a true courage and the 
best qualities of a good fighter. Hla 
dignified rejoinder to the pronuncla- 
mento leaves hi* disgruntled opponent 
no ground to stand upon. There 
is not an Intelligent man In the 
broad land who does not know that 
the corporation* have been assessed 
for campaign purposes and that there 
ha* been an understanding, implied or 
expressed, that reciprocal favors are 
to follow for them. Mr. Roosevelt’s 
manifesto Intended as an exterminator 
of hi* antagonist bids fair to prove a 
veritable boomerang for its projector. 


Rattled Republicans. 

If any evidence were lacking to show 
the nervousness of the Republican 
paxty at the growing Democratic 
strength and the danger of Roosevelt's 
defeat, it may be foqnd In the violent 
abuse of Judge Parker and the frantic 
efforts to counteract the effect o-f his 
speeches. As long as he remained 
quietly at his home on the Hud¬ 
son, and permitted hi* opponents to 
flood the country with specious 
argument* a* to why the Republican 
party should be retained In power, 
he waa treated as merely a neg¬ 
ligible quantity. When, however, 
he deemed it his duty to ex¬ 
pose the fallacy of the Republicans' 
claims and laid bare to the country the 
record of their extravagance, their dis¬ 
regard of constitutional restriction* 
and the dangerous tendency of their 
teachings, a campaign of calumny and 
detraction was begun against him by 
4*he pres* and from the platform such 
a* has rarely been witnessed. The New 
York Tribune, stirred to frenzy by the 
great popular demonstration with 
which he was greeted at Madison 
Square Garden and the vigor of his ar¬ 
raignment of It* party and candidate, 
accuses him of “Indecency,"* “black- 
gardlsni” and “malignant calumny." 

Indeed, the whole Republican press 
throughout the country, as If acting 
upon orders from the directing mind 
of the campaign, turns with abuse 
of -Judge Parke/ and seeks to 
break the force of his blows by 
every form of detraction or ridi¬ 
cule. The same policy Is jfiiown by 
the public speakers of the party. Every 
time Judge Parker has made a speech 
one or more Cabinet officers have been 
put up to reply to him. In addition the 
Republican press Is filled with cam¬ 
paign matter carefully prepared at 
Washington, attempting. In paragraph 
form, to combat separately his argu¬ 
ments and charges of maladministra¬ 
tion, extravagance, and dangerous ten¬ 
dencies In the longer continuance of 
the party In control of the Government. 
Such evidences of nervous alarm on the 
part of the Republicans ill accord with 
the former complacent reliance for 
success upon their claim of a 
large numerical majority of electoral 
votes or with the confidence inspired 
by the money at their command. It 
has a significance beyond mere parti¬ 
san zeal or resentment against the 
well sustained charges made by Judge 
Parker. Their boastful claims and 


Dowle, Che Zionist Elijah, has made 
formal announcement that he and his 
followers In Zion City have been con¬ 
verted to Roomy cAtlsm and Intend to 
verte en masse for the Republican tick¬ 
et. There Is nothing surprising ;n this. 
In certain tJhar act eristic* the two men 
are not unlike. In their passion for 
personal display, their self-assertion 
and far-reaching alma, Roosevelt 
us the materialist, and Dowle, the 
spiritualist, each In his sphere shows 
what he would bo If their callings were 
exchanged. They claim the same domi¬ 
nation over their followers, the earn* 
belief In money as their prime agent In 
promoting the object of their ambition, 
and the same disinclination to be 
hedged within the ’bounds which re¬ 
strain other men. Each Is a law to 
himself and wishes to be a law to oth¬ 
ers. Dowle Is a spiritual Roosevelt, and 
Roosevelt a political Elijah II. 

The Boston Herald give* a list of 
many prominent independents of that 
city and Cambridge who will vote for 
Judge Parker. Among them are 
Professors Charles Eliot Norton and N. 
3. flhaler, Charles Francis Adams and 
ten or twelve other professors and of¬ 
ficers of Harvard University. The sig¬ 
nificance of this Information arises 
from the fact that although President 
Roosevelt is a graduate of Harvard, 
he has failed to commend himself to the 
support of his alma mater by the 
pyrotechnic and erratic display of his 
statesmanship and diplomacy. The old¬ 
est educational Institution In this coun¬ 
try, it still adheres to conservative 
principles and withholds Its indorse¬ 
ment of the cowboy method* of govern¬ 
mental administration which Its pupil 
ha* sought to engraft upon our sys¬ 
tem. _ 

And now come* the news that W. L. 
Douglas the Democratic nominee for 
Governor of Massachusetts is making 
such Inroads u»pon the Republican ma¬ 
jority of thut State that there Is great 
fear among the faithful that he will 
be elected. A manufacturer of wide 
celebrity, he hus been making a vigor¬ 
ous canvass of the State against the 
tariff laws as antagonistic to the in¬ 
terests of the laboring man. and with 
the reciprocity reformers at his back 
he has developed a strength which 
threatens defeat to his Republican op¬ 
ponent. Every once and a while a 
sane mood asserts Itself in Massachu¬ 
setts in the election of a Democratic 
Governor, and it may be that the time 
for a periodic manifestation of this ten¬ 
dency has come. 


Roosevelt's latest statement from the 
White House furnishes strong evidence 
that he was, ns the Courier-Journal In¬ 
timated, the actual author of the black¬ 
guardly attack on Parker put out In 
Knox's name. In none of the other 
campaign fustian has there been made 
the charge that Parker was appointed 
Judge ns a reward for stealing the 
State of New York, but In these two 
documents the charge is made In vir¬ 
tually the same Rooseveltlan language.

Republicans; Take Notice!

Fort Monroe. Va, NPv. 6.—After the 
Civil War tiwo regtmenta of cavalry were 
organized from negroes who served during 
that Conflict These regiment* are the 
Ninth and Tenth United 8Ute* Cavalry. 
Un-ill the outbreak of tho Spanlsh-Amerl- 
can Wkr tho only engagements In which 
theso regiment* participated were skir¬ 
mishes along tho frontier, and when not 
engaged in active service they were quar¬ 
tered at tho border forts along the Rio 
Grande. For the purpose of garrisoning 
army station* In this extremely warm 
climate tho negro was more available 
than the white. He tva* better able to 
stand the extreme heat and was not eo 
frequently a victim of malaria. For 
thirty-six years tho Ninth and Tenth 
United States Cavalry have been content¬ 
ed With their lot. ’fhisy have received the 
sumo treatment as other soldiers of the 
army, and, Uko other regiments, have 
be«n stationed Where it was believed they 
would do th© most good. 

A change appears to have come over 
the spirit of tho War Department. A 
presidential election is pending There 
aro a number of doubtful States in the 
Union and"they must be secured for the 
party In power. As a consequence the 
negro vote is a necessary quantity. If 
the negro vote not secured in it* en¬ 
tirety some of the doubtful States axe 
more than doubtful. 

In 19CO Mr. Bryan received 156 votes In 
the Electoral College. Mr. McKinley 292 
votes. There is little doubt that Mary¬ 
land will give her eight this year to Judge 
Parker; that State can haxdJy be called 
doubtful This, however, depending on 
the Bryan States, loaves Slxty-one votes 
which must be secured to elect the Dem¬ 
ocratic ticket. 

New York cast Its vote* for Tilden |n 
1878, Cleveland In lfc*4 and again In 1892. 
Indiana cast her vote for Tilden In 1876, 
for Cleveland in 1884 and again in 1892. In 
1892 Michigan* vote was divided, five go¬ 
ing to Cleveland and nine to Harrison. 
Sow Jersey, which now comes to be re¬ 
garded by Republicans as their property, 
voted for Tilden in 1876. for H&ncock in 
1880 and for Cleveland on the three occa¬ 
sions when he wn* a candidate. 

In 1892 both West Virginia and Ullnal* 
cast their votes for Cleveland. These 
State* reasonably may be called doubt¬ 
ful. Their electoral vote totals 114, New 
York casting 36. Indiana 15, Michigan 14, 
New’ Jersey 10. West Virginia 6 and Illi¬ 
nois 24. In 1900 there were In New York 
31,428 negroes of voting age By the same 
censu* Indiana had 18,186. Michigan 6.193. 
New Jersey 21.474, West Virginia 14.786 
and Illinois 29.762. 

Notwithstanding ithe spirit of brother- 
hi*>d which seem* to i>ervad© the cam¬ 
paign literature of the Republican j»arty, 
the negro has recalved little support frem 
the G. O. P. and practically none In the 
North. It seems to have been the policy 
of the Republican p*.rty to cast ne¬ 
gro officeholders In the face of the 
Southern people, first o» a sop to 
the black race and then ns an Insult to 
the whites. The Republicans are quite 
willing to allow’ the South to remain 
solid because they hope thereby to create 
a wdld North. There have been signs of 
dlsgruntlenient on the part of th© North¬ 
ern negroes at the treatment accorded 
them. There ore no black men In tho 
office* of collectors of ports above the 
Mason and Dixon line and no postmaster* 
of that shade apj*e*r above the horizon, 
buit the negro votes are eagerly desired 
and there are being adopted to obtain 
them measures which ore, perhaps, as 
offensive as any that have l»een us'd In 
th© South. Thor© ure few rainbow chas¬ 
ers In the ranks of the Republican party 
who believe for a moment that any on© 
of the six State* named could show a 
majorlity f.»r Mr. Roosevelt equal to the 
figures of the possible negro vote As a 
rule, the black men have voted solidly, 
but there are a few negro Democratic 
clubs In the North now—a few. but not 
enough to cause disquiet. 

Something must be done to gather the 
sheep back Into the fold. and. lo! the 
army Is the ball The flat hay gone forth 
that no discrimination shall t»e shown 
against the b1n« ks In th.' n*«iam^nenit of 
troi.pn to military departments. The 
splendid seacoast artillery contains p^aro 
companies.

O NCE in a w’hile the person who 
take* things easy is brought to 
realize that the other course 
wx>uld have been more profit¬ 
able. 

“When I w'orry, I -worry with all my 
might," said a bright Louisville wom¬ 
an who makes her own living, “but 
when I get a fit of taking life easy I 
take It too easy. The other day, I had 
a rather severe lesson; a puzzling one, 
too; for now I can't make up my mind 
at all when to worry, and when not to 
worry. Since these heavy electric cars 
have been running out orf our street, 
nearly every week one of our ceilings 
has fallen down, In great blg^ awful 
pieces of plaster, which nearly ruin ev¬ 
erything In the room.

DR. W. H. RAMSAY’S VIEWS. 


6BVENTH ANNIVERSARY OF DR. 
JONES’ PASTORATE. 


A CITIZEN’S DUTY TO VOTE. 


The Rev. Dr. William H. Ramsay 
had "Marriage and Divorce'* as his 
theme at the Church of the Messiah 
yesterday. He called attention to the 
evils and efforts mude to correct them. 
He said in part: 

So many people have been mlsmated 
and mistaken about each other and 
alxnft themselves that radical reform¬ 
ers propose to limit the marriage con¬ 
tract to a term of years. The ease 
with which the marriage tie is broken 
In most of our States fosters the no¬ 
tion that marriage la only a private 
contract between two persona, that 
may be terminated at will when old 
bonds become irksome. This principle 
If extensively followed out would put 
an end to the home, and undermine 
the State. On one side of It marriage 
If intimately private; on the other 
hand it Is obviously public and social. 
It concerns the individual in his most 
vital relation to organized society. 

• • • 

Welfare of Society. 


The entire well-being of society re¬ 
volves around marriage and the home. 
Moat of the evils that uffect American 
society to-day are the products of a 
fanatical individualism, that has Ig¬ 
nored the organic character of human 
society. The sarrednesa of monoga¬ 
mous marriage rests upon no super¬ 
natural command, but upon the fact 
that It is essential to the highest 
welfare of the race. The trouble is 
that a materialistic secularism has 
combined with a rampant Individual¬ 
ism to destroy all sanctities. It uims 
at free divorce, and that means the de¬ 
terioration of the home and the deg¬ 
radation of the State. We are begin¬ 
ning to wake up to the magnitude 
and seriousness of this evil. The 
churches are bound \o take a hand in 
the matter. The Roman Catholic 
Church has always maintained a dig¬ 
nified and consistent position on the 
subjects of marriage and divorce, and 
has been a bulwark against a flood - 
tide of lawlessness upon these ques¬ 
tions. But our Protestant churches 
have had no settled principles, and 
have maintained no consistent action 
on the subjects of marriage and divorce. 
We have done UUJe or nothing to ed¬ 
ucate the masses upon these vital so¬ 
cial problems. 

* • • 

Action Was Courageous. 

The protestant Episcopal Church 
has recently, put itself upon rec¬ 
ord In a very decided way. I 
do not believe that it has solved the 
question; and I doubt the wisdom of 
the new canon. Still, It was courage¬ 
ous action, and proposed a d«>Fperate 
remedy for a desperate evil. What Is 
needed Is concerted action on the part 
of all the Protestant churches of the 
country in order to formulate and 
recommend some uniform and consist¬ 
ent principles to be followed by min¬ 
isters In celebrating marriage. With¬ 
out such concerted action, no single de¬ 
nomination can effect a reform; It can 
only put itself upon record through 
protest, and cleoj* its own skirts of com¬ 
plicity In what it considers a serious 
evil. 


SEVENTH ANNIVERSARY 


Of Dr. Jones' Pastorate At Broad¬ 
way Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Carter Helm Jones cele¬ 
brated yesterday the seventh anniver¬ 
sary of *hls service as pastor of the 
Broadway Baptist church. The morn¬ 
ing service wus devoted to Dr. Jones’ 
anniversary sermon. A special musical 
program was given, and twenty new' 
members were given the hand of fel¬ 
lowship by the church. 

In the evening Dr. Jones preached 
upon the duty of a citizen from Mat¬ 
thew* XX11.2: "Render unto Caesar, the 
things that are Caesar's, and unto God 
the things that are God's." Referring 
to the famous reply of the Savior to 
the Scribes and PharfSees. Dr. Jones 
showed that the tribute demanded by 
the Roman Government of the Jews 
was an ordinary poll-tax in return for 
which the nation received the guar¬ 
antee of a stable and Just government. 
So in our time, It Is Just and proper 
that each citizen shall pay his propor¬ 
tion of money for the maintenance of 
Government, and shall give of his heart 
and mind to the betterment of con¬ 
ditions. Dr. Jones said. 

• • • 

Applies To Elections. 


The speaker mentioned the approach¬ 
ing election, and said that the Presi¬ 
dency of the United States Is at least 
equal In position to that of any sov¬ 
ereign on earth, and showed that each 
man Is responsible to himself, to exer¬ 
cise care and judgment In selecting the 
men best fitted to govern the country. 
Not to vote is as bad as voting care¬ 
lessly. Dr. Jones said, the vote is a 
high duty ns well as privilege, and each 
citizen owes it to his country to vote 
at each election, ns an expression of 
his heart, soul and mind. 

Daws and lawmakers are matters of 
Interest to everyone, and if men take 
the proper Interest In them less dis¬ 
satisfaction from corrupt legislators 
and evil measures wouM result. Dr. 
Jones urged his hearers to consider 
their own Interests, and in consulting 
them they will do the best thing for 
the nation. "There is no objective Gov¬ 
ernment," declared Dr. Jones, "the 
Government has heart, soul and con¬ 
science." That every man should in¬ 
terest himself in the right enforcement 
of right laws, was urg<»d by the speak¬ 
er, and no lawbreaker, whatever his 
station In life, should be considered ex¬ 
empt from the punishment due his mis¬ 
deeds. The Judge on the bench should 
have no more consideration than the 
drunken negro. To preserve the best 
traditions of our form of Government, 
Dr. Jones said, should be the first 
thought of each citizen, when called 
upon to vote, "for the Republic car¬ 
ries out the will of God as a form of 
Government." Dr. Jones closed his ad¬ 
dress with a stirring appeal to all fop 
the exercise at the polls, of the priv¬ 
ileges of citizenship.

No motion Is allowed to come before 
the Congress, and no votes taken at 
a session. It settles no questions—mere¬ 
ly airs the different views—has no ec¬ 
clesiastical powers, and Is not composed 
of representatives from churches. Its 
affairs are conducted by an executive 
committee, which is. at all times, pleas- 
ed to receive suggestions concerning 
topics for discussion, and competent 
speakers thereon. It also invites the 
moral and financial help of all who 
fearlessly believe In the power and the 
ultimate triumph of truth. It asks the 
friendly co-operation of every Baptist 
who can speak the truth in love, and 
can hear wfth kindness of spirit the 
utterances of others whose sincerity 
he acknowledges as equal to hla own. 

Upon this unusual platform stands 
the Congress which will begin Its an- 
nyal session In the Broadway Baptist 
church In this city to-morrow after¬ 
noon. A programme of great Interest 
and merit has been prepared, having 
certain topics which have been assigned 
to different members. The Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon session will be enlivened by the 
discussion of "What Churches Should 
Demand of the Theological Schools." 
Prof. E. D. Burton, of Chlrago Univer¬ 
sity. will be heard first, and It Is ex¬ 
pected that he will be more radical 
In his treatment of his subject than 
will his associate, w’ho follows him. the 
Rev. E. Y. Mullins, president of the 
Baptist Theological Seminary, of Louis-

A SCRAMBLE IN THE RANKS. 


Richard P. Ernst, chairman of the 
Republican State Campaign Committee, 
has undergone a change of mind as to 
his course and will come to Louisville 
this morning to put in a final day's 
work at headquarters. Mr. Ernst had 
given it out that he would remain in 
Covington until after he voted and 
would return to Louisville only to re¬ 
ceive the returns, but yesterday he 
notified the men now In charge at the 
Galt House that he would come to¬ 
day and would return to-night to Cov¬ 
ington. 

It is saJd that Mr. Ernst’s return was 
caused by dissatisfaction In the Repub¬ 
lican organization. It appears chat 
when the campaign funds were distrib¬ 
uted some parts of the State were not 
treated well, and the chairmen of the 
county committees have been kicking 
and threatening to say something out 
loud. In passing around the money It 
Is claimed that practically all of the 
$100,000 secured for use on election day 
was turned Into the Third, Fifth, Ninth 
and Tenth districts. The Eleventh dis¬ 
trict, the stronghold of the Republican 
party, was left to shift for Itself and 
the mountain Republicans are "sore" 
Mr. Ernst is none too popular with 
many of the leaders of the Eleventh 
district because of his attitude In the 
Hunter-Edwards fight, and the county 
chairmen who supported Hunter are 
said to have been cut off with a few 
dollars each, not sufficient to pay the 
legitimate expenses of the election day 
work, to say nothing of the fraudulent 
purposes for which the chairmen pro¬ 
posed to use the fund.

By secret tripe and meetings in which 
he gave fair words to all the party 
workers. Mr. Ernst for a time kept 
down all disaffection, and by conceal¬ 
ing the fact that there was plenty of 
money to supply the entire organization 
in the State with funds. It was hoped 
that only the select coterie that have 
been let into the secrets of the cam¬ 
paign and the men who were selected 
to handle the money would know* of its 
existence. 

The failure of the plan to work suc¬ 
cessfully has made letters from dis¬ 
gruntled Republicans plentiful at head¬ 
quarters, and Mr. Ernst has found that 
It will be necessary for hly to hold n 
firm hand on the campaign manage¬ 
ment until after the election.

E»peo!a!!y Is this the caee In the can¬ 
didacy of Harry C. Montgomery, who 
la the nominee for Judge of the Clark 
Circuit Court, there being considerate 
dissatisfaction on the part of the Re 
publicans In some quarters, and they 
ax»e not supporting Ward H. Watson, 
the nominee of that party. 

Senator James W. Fortune, who is 
seeking a re-election from the district 
composed of the counties of Clark, 
Scott and Jennings. It was feared at 
one time might be defeated, but wltihln 
the last few weeks his prospects have 
become much brighter, and It la now 
believed he is safe beyond a doubt. HJs 
party has rallied to his support, and 
the indlca'tlons are that he will run 
well up with his ticket. He is being 
opposed by Dr. C. F. C. Hancock, a 
prominent physician of Jeffersonville, 
but he, like Mr. Watson, im being fought 
by one of the factious of his own pa. ty. 

The remainder of the county ticket

John Calvin Fou/ts, one of the most 
prominent farmers of Clark county, 
Ind., died at hds home In Washington 
township, twenty-three miles east of 
(Jeffersonville, Saturday evening after 
a long illness of a complication of dis¬ 
eases. He wns the father of Mrs. Ju- 
f nlus E. Elsrnn, of New Albany, and 
a brother-in-law of Calvin W. Pra.ther, 
of Indianapolis, grand secretary of the 
Indiana Masons. Mrs, G. W. Murphy, 
of Malta, Ill., Is a daughter, and there 
are two sons. Elmer Pouts and Ira 
Fouls, who, with their mother, still 
survive. 

He was bom on the farm wher* he 
died on November 28, 1828, and had al¬ 
ways resided there. His father, Capt. 
Jacob Fouts, was born In Randolph 
county, N. C.. January 14. 17S2. and af¬ 
ter marrying In 1806 moved to Clark 
county, where he purchased 362 acres 
of wild land, which Is now one of the 
finest farms in the county.

Majors Still After Minors. 

The major l©agu®rs, w’ho control the na¬ 
tional commission, say they are the high¬ 
est court of appeal ln baseball, and their 
decision is final In all cases. They ref as© 
to allow th© minors to have a volc^ 
matters of such Importance, although they 
give them representation on the natiOYial 
commission. That Is simply an ©mpty 
honor—a ®ort of salve to the minora—as 
w^hen It comes to a vote they ore not iqjt. 
The contention of the minors that tnfcy 
should have absolute control of their In- 
temat affairs is right and Just, but th® 
players, too. should have e<rm© means of 
self-protection againet unscrupulous man. 
ag©rs. and It seem© that the national com. 
mission abied Justly in th© Roach ca»e- 

Tlie manager of the Butte club gav>, 
Pltrftter Roach a written guarantee that 
he would not be hekl to the reserve rule 
at th© end of the ©©aeon, and a* Roach 
was .I* allng entirely with the manager of 
th© club h© naturally expected that tho 
guarant* © was t>ona fide. The club own¬ 
ers trbd to hide behind th© claim that 
the manager did not have the right t«> 
give a guarantee that tho pluyei* would 
not be held to th© reeerve. The pl$\©r 
knew no other person in the deal except 
the manager, and was honest as to his 
part In the oaj»e, ami the national comrtls- 
eion so decided when It declared In fa. or 
of the player. Tho minor leagues*on ruin 
very little by going to war with the ma¬ 
jors. as the lutter will have all the best 
of It. They will slmp!y dgn whnt player* 
they want nt th© end of rhe playing #ea- 
soq and pay nothing for them. That wKI 
rob the minors of considerable Income, as 
many of th© minors depend upon the sale 
of players for the»r profits. 

Th© minors may Institute a borqo."- 
agntnst all players who go to the mAJor 
leagues and fall to mnke good, but •uen 
a Imyrott would prove their downfall, as 
no court in the country would sanction It, 
nnd there will always be a d©z©n man¬ 
agers ready to br^k any secret agree¬ 
ment they may have between themselves. 
Th© courts have already de.cJded that the 
reserve clans© is a violation of the law. 
end there would be nothing to prevent tho 
majors from taking whatever players they 
wattled ut th© end of the playing season, 
Th© reserve rule 1® the salvation of tho 
rational game, ns the National League 
has demonstrated, but the players cannot 
b© sold and toss* 1 about and hGd In per¬ 
petual reserve like a lot of sheep. The 
worm turns sometimes and It looks .in 
though the major leagues were assisting 
the worm to turn In th!® ease for their 
own benefit. The minors will be wise la 
avoid a conflict with the majors.

Se-lma it would strike through 'the heart 
of ghe rich Cuhaba river valley.

TEXTILE STRIKE 8 TELL ON.

New York. Nov. 6 .—[Special.]— The 
bull market ha* passed through the 
Stage of doubt and uncertainty, the 
period of questioning a* to whether it 
is a real bull market otr 4* only a pro¬ 
fessional. manipulated advance, and it 
Is at last receiving the serious consid¬ 
eration of the Investing public. Wheth¬ 
er or not the advance m to continue, 
few people wHi now doubt that there 1 * 
a substantial Intrinsic ba*i* for the 
advance, however unwaroirrted it may 
have appeared some months ago. In¬ 
stead, therefore, of investigating values 
from the mistaken standpoint of the 
last two year*, when the strength or 
'weakness of speculative pool* had more 
to do with prices than had earnings 
and dividends, investors have now be¬ 
come convinced that the old menace to 
the market 1 « gone and that reivl values 
are once more the guide to prices. Are 
dividends to be Increased? Do earnings 
justify advanced quotation’s*? In short, 
what are the Intrlmdc considerations 
underlying the strength of our mar¬ 
kets? Such are the queries now* put 
forth by the very ones who but a brief 
while ago “pr^ph sled” disa>t c r to fol¬ 
low lowered dividends and falling bus¬ 
iness. 

The *tock market discount* events so 
far tn advance that It Is often neces¬ 
sary to look to future condition* to Jus¬ 
tify oftrent quotation*. The unex¬ 
ampled business prosperity of 1902 and 
the early part of 1903 was not mirrored 
In the falling markets of that period, 
and the real justification for the fall 
did not Appeur until the close of 1908 
and the early part of 1904, when prU es 
had again begun to rise. The rising 
market* of recent months point posi¬ 
tively to a better business situation 
during 1906; how much better ls still 
a matter for speculation. It may be 
truly said that the decline of 1903 w r a* 
overdone, for real values did not shrink 
a* prk-es had Indicated. Hence much 
of the rise In price* has been a inert 
recovery of the loo extensive decline. 
But It cannot be said that the advance, 
thus far. has overestimated the better¬ 
ment of the future, although we cannot 
foretell what l* ahead, for prices have 
not yet more than discounted present 
intrinsic worth. Whatever the promi¬ 
nent Investment security we select, 
there Is justification for even more ad¬ 
vance than has yet appeared. 

Pennsylvania railroad stock, despite 
the pessimism upon It when It was 
trwenty-flve points lower, ha* weathered 
tihe business storm and has proved Its 
ability to par 6 per cent, dividends. 
Before people throught there was any 
doubt on that score, Peinsylvan.a was 
considered cheap when selling to yield 
4 per cent. Now we look askance at a 
rise* above a 4V5 per cent. b. sis. Penn¬ 
sylvania report* for the month of Sep¬ 
tember gross earning* only 1292.100 be¬ 
hind results or 1908 upon a gross total 
of nearly $10,000,000. During the morth 
the curtailment of expenses was ninth 
as to cause an increase of $257,900 in 
net earnli.fs-. in other word*, expense* 
decreased $,*>r>0.000. During the nine 
month* of rhe fiscal year ended with 
September 80 the net loss was $2,:.S1,!00. 
whereas It could have been $10,000,000. 
and Mill the 0 per cent, would have 
been earned upon the stock. The nine 
mon'tih* In question were most unfavor¬ 
able months, too, a* la evidenced by 
the loss in grofs earnings, which to¬ 
taled $6,007,300. The Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road mutltr Its heaviest capital outlays 
Just at a time w hen an acute bunlnesa 
»etback*was at hand, and the construc¬ 
tion work necessary to the enlargement 
and betterment policy interfered with 
transportation and lncrp^s.d expense*. 
For ail that the road was able to de¬ 
crease Us total operating expenses by 
$3,426,200 during the nine months. And 
the- benefits expected from the outlay of 
a hundred bullion dollars are hardly 
beginning to be felt. Why then is there 
not assurance enough of the stability 
of the dividend to satisfy the most ex¬ 
acting investor? 

• • • 

Union Pacific Stock. 

If this logic is not applicable In the 
case of auch a stock as Union Pacific, 
it w r ould need but slight alteration to 
fit that case. Union Pacific earns upon 
It* common stock enough money to pay 
It* dividend nearly three time* over; 
and has in Its treasury securities of 
value, dividend* on which will meet the 
added dividend requirements which 
would arise from the issue of addition¬ 
al stock to retire the convertible bonds. 
Hence Union Pacific Is more than a 
4 per cent, stock, *elUng well over par. 
When its dividends shall be Increased 
is matter for conjecture. But thoee 
who are buying the stock are buying 
a share in a property which could dou¬ 
ble It* annual dividend at will. The 
basis for the advance is not hard to 
discover. And it is not yet true that 
the future must be looked to to Justify 
the current price, for the present Justi¬ 
fies it a* fully as a clearly demons!rat¬ 
ed earning power can. 

Despite the natural Inactivity of busi¬ 
ness which invariably precedes a pres¬ 
idential election the general results , 
upon our railroads show* present gross : 
earning* well ahead of all previous 
year*. The returns of fifty-five roade, 
a* compiled by the Wall-street Journal, 
show a total gross gain during Sep¬ 
tember of 11,984.246. or 3.54 per cent. Fo r 
the quarter the gross gain was only 
$110,762, the first two months showing 
substantial lose. October’s result® will 
foot up even better than September’*, 
for gross gain* now are averaging 
nearly 10 per cent. Southern and 
Southwestern roads are dodng the best. 
Southern railway’s September gross 
was $423,961 ahead of the previous 
year's. Net earning* were only $164.- 
254 ahead, expense* being heavy. »i. 
Louie and San Francisco added $243,727 
to gross earning* and $374,977 to net! 

But *ueh record* do not reflect the 
whole altuatlon. Rock Island's report 
l* more like that of Pennsylvania, fur 
Rock Island'* gros# for September de¬ 
creased $272,716 and the net actually in¬ 
creased $210,710 through a $483,426 de¬ 
crease In expenses. The seemingly ir¬ 
resistible tendency of expense* to In¬ 
crease ha 8 been all along the corner¬ 
stone of the pessimist*. Argument* 
have been vain in the face of facta, 
although many good judge* have been 
certain that Increased pay rolls were 
not an unmixed evil, and that econo¬ 
mies of operation were possible which 
would offset necessary additions to 
fixed outlay*. The bears simply keep 
pointing to the Increasing expense* ev¬ 
ery moisth reported. But now the boot 
Is on the other fool. Economies are be¬ 
ing Introduced and a smaller gross to¬ 
tal In the few cawes In which gr<»s* j* 
smaller 1 * producing larger net return* 
And enlarged gross earnings are now 
being secured without appreciable in¬ 
crease in expense*. The corner-stone 
of pessimistic prophecy ha* been shat¬ 
tered. It U now necessary to deal 
both with Increasing gross and decreas¬ 
ing expenses, to the double benefit of 
dividend surpluses 


for the advance In railroad stock price*, 
may we not say that it Is the largest 
railroad earning* In the history of the 
country, both In gross and net? And 
to emphasize that, will It r.ot do to 
add that prospects for increased div¬ 
idends were never brighter? There Is 
a vast difference between the condi¬ 
tion of the railroad industry now und 
in years gone by. Rebuilding and mod¬ 
ernizing has extended now over the 
entire hastily and poorly-laid mileage 
which opened up the country. And the 
poor railroads which stretched into the 
unclaimed wildernesses have now given 
place to rebuilt lire* drawing vast 
gainings from the Industrie which 
liave forever reclaimed the wildernesses 
of the past. Surplus earnings now are 
not a meaningless pittance to be ab¬ 
sorbed in the ituutUable maw of an un¬ 
ending capital need. The capital has 
been laid out. the money ha« been 
spent, economies are being introduced, 
and what is earned now is earned for 
stockholders and forms a legitimate 
dividend fund. \ 

In 1877, Secretary of the Treasury 
John Sherman said in a letter: “The 
railroad companies have, for several 
yeofo, competed with each other in a 
very improvident and reckless way, 
and are now. and hat'e been for some 
time, carrying freight for less than 
coat. This hae caused a large reduc¬ 
tion of the net income of road*, has 
led to the loss of dividends, and now 
to the reduction of wage* of employe* 
to rate* scarcely sufficient to support 
life." The contrast alone 1* striking 
enough. But when we pause to con¬ 
sider the vast community of Interest# 
that controls reckless competition and 
rate cutting and allows living wages, 
we need hardly speculate upon the like¬ 
lihood of this or that rumored deal to 
see the reason for a high estimate of 
railroad values. The basis for the ad¬ 
vance already scored Is found in the 
achievement* of the past. With that 
let the investor rest content. The spec, 
ulator may wrestle with the problem 
of future deals, for the day of deals is 
doubtless not yet ended.

Simultaneous Evangelistic Movement 
To Be Considered At Meet¬ 
ing To-day. 


At a meeting of the Louisville Minis¬ 
terial Association, to 'be held this morn¬ 
ing In the Y. M. C. A. rooms, at Fourth 
avenue and Broadway, the project of a 
simultaneous evangelical movement 
will be. discussed, ami definite plans for 
Its accomplishment will.

Largest Earnings. 

If we are then to outline the basis 


Answering to the call of high price*, 
many Louisville citizens and residents 
of Jefferson county living near Louis¬ 
ville are preparing to raise chicken* by 
the wholesale during the coming win¬ 
ter. Thi* is caused by the fact that 
local produce dealers are receiving an 
almost Inexhaustible demand for 
•’broilers" nnd "spring*.’' and the only 
available supply comes from outside 
territory at high prices. 

Louisville in general Is a chicken-eat¬ 
ing city and the demands made un pro¬ 
duce dealers 1* heavy. Recognizing the 
fact that the old fable of the golden 
egg can almost be realized by the In¬ 
stallation of a half dozen Incubators on 
the farms, the suburban residents are 
preparing to reap the golden harvest In 
prospect during the coming winter and 
following spring. "Broilers" sell high 
In Louisville, and the cost of produc¬ 
tion. if the chicken farmer ’’knows" his 
business, is about ten cents apiece. 
The Inventions in Incubator* and 
broqders during the past two years 
have made this possible, and there Is 
little doubt that every advantage will 
be taken of the moment. 

Chickens from three to five weeks of 
age can also be made to look much like 
teal duck and. served with roasted 
chestnuts and the remaining “stuffing," 
are as palatable as the genuine article 
and as much enjoyed as long as the 
purchaser ls Ignorant of the manner In 
which he has been duped. The chicken 
would doubtless taste ’common" If the 
price was not In proportion to the pil¬ 
fered name and If the purchaser dis¬ 
covered its real identity. 

Local produce dealers sell as high as 
10,000 chickens in a single Saturday 
night, and even the dealers themselves 
cannot be sure of the place from which 
the chickens come. Many are shipped 
Into the city by boat and rail, but their 
price is necessarily higher than the 
home-grown quality.

WHY THE MARKET HALTS. 


MORE DOMING TO CENTERS. BUT 
QUALITY IS POOR. 


WEEK IN THE GRAIN PIT. 


ICorreapomlenc© of tlie Cvftjruvr-Jourtutl J 

Chicago. Nov. 5.—Wheat in the week 
closed to-day lout trrurh of lie previous 
» activity, and while prices were very 
unsettled and the •balance of the opin¬ 
ion veered with the changes, values of 
the active deliveries show little change 
from the figures of the week previous. 
December is a shade lower and May a 
•hade higher. 

It is clear from the reoord that bull¬ 
ish feeling is still being held In check 
by the fact of the season's alleged scar¬ 
city having yet to emerge from the haxe 
of uncertainty with which it Is clouded 
by the lFberuJlly of the receipts. What 
the traders are craving .ire facts and 
proof Instead of theories and suppo¬ 
sition*. uti the latter of which bullish 
sentiment has su far been largely called 
upon to subsist. That diet Is no longer 
nourishing, and something more stimu¬ 
lating Is therefore necessary to main¬ 
tain th** energy required to hold up at 
more than $1.10 a visible supply that 
to-morrow will in all probability be 
found in excess of 28.000,000 bushels. 

It is not at ail stmnge that a halt 
should be called at this particular time 
and under such circumstances*, but 
there Is nothing in the situation to 
discredit the email crop estimates, nnd 
that such is the prevailing feeling the 
way the price was maintained the lust 
week In the face of accumuIatlngstock.H 
•nd a halting demand from mllKrs Is 
corroborative. 

Any change in the weather that would 
make the farmer s' trips to market less 
agreeable would In all probability be 
Immediately reflected In the receipts, 
•nd instead of the decrease being mod¬ 
erate and gradual, as it has been. It 
would be likely to be both striking 
•n«l sudden. Such a change in climatic 
conditions hs due and looked for, and 
the result in the direction indicated 
would not be long in doubt. 

Receipts In November last year were 
heavy throughout the month, and the 
contrast this year should be somewhat 
striking in any event, but with bad 
roads, should such be experienced, they 
would be so much smaller that they 
might be somewhat sensational by 
comparison. 

The quality of this year’* crop does 
not improve on better acquaintance, 
and while the accumulating st-ock has 
somewhat affected the price of the poor 
45 to 50 pound atuff. of which the bulk 
of it consists, millers have atlll to com¬ 
pete keenly for grades of the kind that 
are needed for delivery In this mar¬ 
ket,

Uneventful Week In Com. 


Is somewhat higher than it was a week 
ago. There were midweek advances 
nnd an excellent condition obtained. 
The Eastern market opened again and 
gave promise of a broad outlet, and all 
values were up to n level equal to the 
best of the S'ear.

In hogs there were declines caused 
by the heavy runs noted in connection 
with the speculative end of the game, 
and the ntarket is 10® 15c lower. The 
packers are decidedly bearish and are 
using every* effort to force price* down.

New York. Nov. 5 —October witnessed an 
active stock marker, with many secure lea 
at t.ha highest point of the y».«ar.

At times the market was excited 
and feverish, ready to respond quickly to 
either favorable or unfavorable develop¬ 
ments. Onto thing is certain, the ••boom" 
tendency has been effectively checked, 
leading tanking interests having openiy 
opposed such wild speculation as brought 
on the crisis of 1 frx*. and to their afforis 
must be attributed the first signs of re¬ 
action. The next causes of reaction were 
the war scare between Rues!* and Er»- 
gtaJTd, followed by unexpected go!d ship¬ 
ments. These Influences indulged a change 
in speculative opinion, and In place of a 
one-sided, blindly opflrotstJc. ami danger¬ 
ous bull market, we. now have a healthy 
division of opinion that promotes both ac¬ 
tivity and strength. The market was rap¬ 
idly becoming top-heavy and extremely 
hazardous, but the creation of a bearish 
Clement BufflotenrUy strong to search out 
the weak spot* and brfng In a freed buy¬ 
ing element materially Improved the un¬ 
dertone of the spec*j&&Uve situation, giv¬ 
ing the market a breadth and strength 
which was previously lacking.

Outlook For the Future. 


Nothing happened In connection with 
corn to stimulate the trading or se¬ 
riously disturb either of the parties 
in the market. Weather of the very 
best for the new grain was merely a 
continuation of condition* existing the 
week before, and the same held good 
with regard to the smAilness of the re¬ 
ceipts and the slimness of the stocks 
of old corn. Those who had any of the 
latter kind in Chicago held high Ideas 
of it* vulue and almost daily demanded 
a higher premium for it as compared 
wtth the price of the futures. The total 
of the contract corn at the beginning of 
the week In Chicago public elevators 
wa* 1.050,000 bushels, and there was 
llttte of any other grade. Uf the total 
mentioned It was a matter of common 
knowledge the! not more than about 
R00.*>00 bushels were unsold, *nd that 
was in very few hands, so that buy¬ 
ing orders from the East were difficult 
of fulfillment, and on each fresh par* 
some advance in the price of the 
last previous sale had to he paid.

I^exingtim, Ky.. Nov. 6.—[Hi>eci«l. 1— 
The rains that have fallen during the 
past few days have to some extent 
relieved the situation In certain sections 
of the Kent tick y-Teimeroee oil field*, 
but there 'arc still numerous rigs tied 
up by a scarcity of water. During 
th© months of September nnd October 
the record of completion* and new pio- 
dnetion was kept down on account of 
thi* retarding feature, but it is not 
probable that November mix* rat Ions wllfr 
l>e as seriously affected. 

Result* for the pasi week have been 
confined mostly to the lower divisions. 
In the upper fields the Standard has 
finished its pipe line extension into the 
Wolf© county division nnd the small 
production of that field will be added 
to the Kentucky-Tennessee production 
A number of scattered strikes were 
also mad© In the upper fields. 

Wayne county turned out the aver¬ 
age number of prodm»er* lost week, 
and one durter. In the lower part of 
th© county. In the Mt. Pisgnh region, 
the Mt. Pisgnh Oil and Oae Company 
mad * a fair strike. This t-oncern has 
carried’ on considerably drilling in tlwt 
region and among the results me one 
or two excellent gasoers. Among other 
striked in Wayne county were three 
finished up the earlier part of the week 
in the 8tubensvHie section by the Ken¬ 
tucky Colonels’ Oil Company. One 
atrlke Is a fifty-barrel weir nnd the 
other two make twenty barrels each. 
Tills concern now has thtrty-one ex¬ 
cellent strikes to Its credit, several of 
which are in the 100-barrel class. Three 
other wells were drilled In, including 
one belonging to Jones, Burns & Wil¬ 
cox. good for fifteen barrel*. 

Many new wells are going down In 
Wayne county. The new Domain con¬ 
tinues its drilling In the Southern part 
of the county, and I* now drilling a 
1,500-foot test-well on Sinking Creek. 
Few wells in Wayne county are drilled 
below 700 and 800 feet and the result* 
of this and similar ventures are being 
watched with interest, 

Cumtarland county opera tlon* re¬ 
sulted in oik»- strike, good for fifteen 
barrel*. This is th© Bend region, where 
most of the work Is being conducted. 

Operations In the Southeastern fields 
are attracting little attention at pres¬ 
ent No completion* have been mad© 
In the Knox and Whitley county di¬ 
visions for several days. A Chicago 
concern Is operating some wells In 
Whitley county and is obtaining a pro¬ 
duction of about barrels weekly. 
The Knox county field Iiak declined In 
output during the past few month* 
is now making about 400 barrels week¬ 
ly. 

In KstJll county small producers are 
drilled in almost every week ns it re¬ 
quires but a week to complete a well 
In that county. One strike last week 
does six barrel*. The line which has 
completed into Wolf© county last week 
will give an outlet to the production 
of that county and will stimulate drill¬ 
ing The well* have maintained a 
fair average production for several 
week* and the output of the field will 
be about 200 Iwirrel* weekly. New 
drilling will begin within the next few 
days. 

Initial work will begin in Pulaski 
county tills week, and a dozen holes 
will be drilled In that county. The 
first work will be on Fl*hlng creek. 
Many concerns have leases In Pulaski 
county, aiid if oil is found In paying 
quantities the field will be thoroughly 
developed. 

The price of crude oil has remained 
unchanged in the Kentucky-Tennessee 
field for tlie past four weeks. The 
light grade now commands $1.01 a bar¬ 
rel. while the heavier grade Is quoted 
at slxty-slx cent* a barrel. This time 
last year the lighter grade cuuinu*nd©d 
$1.23 a barrel. This price is expected 
to be reached during the winter.

HELD AT BAY. 


PATROLMAN HAS REVOLVER 
AND LOWANDE HAS 
RAZOR. 


Second Policeman Arrives and Pris¬ 
oner Is Charged With Wound¬ 
ing Woman With Whom 
He Lived. 


Holding a revolver to her heart, a 
masked robber attacked Miss Rosa 
Dirk at her home. 2100 Twenty-first 
street, late Saturday night and. threat¬ 
ening her life and the life of two little 
children of Mr. and Mrs. Allen Sale 
If she so much as moved, ransacked 
the house in an effort to find money. 
Occasionally he approached the bed 
and threatened her with the revolver, 
but finally departed without securing 
any money, admonishing the frightened 
woman that to move meant instant 
death. 

Miss Dirk has been living with Mr. 
and Mrs. Sale for the past six months. 
Mr. Sale left the house early in the 
evening and came Into then city to se¬ 
cure hfs wages for the week from Har¬ 
ry Hazard, for whom he works 4 s a 
brick mason. The payment was made 
at Reeb’a cafe, on Fifth near Green 
street. Mrs. Sale left the house short¬ 
ly afterward to do her Saturday night 
shopping and Mins Dirk was left alone 
with the' two children of the family, 
aged two and four years, respectively. 
Mrs. Sale attempted to persuade Miss 
Dirk to accompany her when she left 
the house, but the latter desired to 
remain with the children. 

• • • 

Entered Revolver In Hand. 


According to Miss Dirk's story she 
was sitting In the dining-room reading, 
when she heard a noise at the door. 
Looking up she discovered a man 
standing between the screen and the 
storm door. His face was covered by 
a smull mask and in his right hand he 
carried a revolver. 

"Is who old man here?" Inquired the 
man. evidently mistaking Miss Dirk 
for Mrs. Sale. 

"What do you want?" was the an¬ 
swer. 

Instead of speaking, he approached 
the center of the room and blew out 
the light. 

"Now If you make a move or if those 

- kids open their mouths I will kill 

all of you." he said, throwing Miss 
Dirk violently to one Hide. 8 he fell to 
a bed on which the children lay half 
asleep. 

• # • 

Pleaded With Him To Relight Lamp. 


Screams of a woman, Apparently In 
great agony, attracted the attention of 
Patrolman Miller at 2 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon, as he passed ttye building 
at 1138 West Market street., and when 
h»- ran up stairs 10 the • room, from 
which the cries were coming, he found 
Bailie Lowande lying upon the floor, 
her head covered with blood, and 
standing over her was Ed Lowande, 
supposed to be her husband. 

The patrolman said that when he en¬ 
tered, the man took a razor from a 
shelf and announced that ha would not 
submit to arrest unless he was shown 
a warrant. The woman was bleeding 
profusely and kept crying for help, 
even after the patrolman was In the 
room. She was dazed and did not know 
what was going on. Miller drew his 
revolver and told Lowande that He 
would shoot If he made a motion with 
the razor. The officer was In com¬ 
mand of the situation, but he was pow¬ 
erless to take another step, as he could 
not get th«» man to the street, and he 
could not leave him In the mom with 
tie* woman. For several minutes lie 
It* Id Ixjwande at bay. 

In the meantime, Mrs, Anna Deutsch, 
the landlady of the house had aroused 
everyone in the neighborhood and 
Patrolman Chalk soon came to Miller's 
Assistance. The two patrolmen then 
took the man In charge and telephoned 
to Central Police Station for the patrol 
wagon. It was necessary to carry the 
woman down the steps, ns she was un¬ 
able to walk. 

Dr. T. P. Satterwhlte attended the 
woman at the jail. He said that she 
had beet! drinking and he did not con¬ 
sider her wounds to be of a serious 
nature. She was placed in the care 
of the matron and was helpless for sev¬ 
eral hours. 

Lowande Is charged with malicious 
assault with Intent to kill Patrolman 
Chalk found a p«>cket knife covered 
with blood. In the room where the man 
and woman were found, and it will be 
used as evidence against Lowande. 

When seen at the Jail, Lownnde de¬ 
nied that he injured the woman. He 
said that she was drunk and fell 
against a table. He snld the patrol¬ 
man ha l no right to come Into his 
room and that he would make a speech 
In Police Court. He denied every state¬ 
ment made by the police. He showed 
n acalp would, which he wild waa 
caused by Patrolmen Chalk hitting him 
In the head after he was In the wagon. 
Chalk said that he did not strike the 
prisoner and that he knew* nothing 
about, the wound. 

Mrs. Anna Deutsch. the landlady at 
1139 Wept Market street, said; 

"Those two people enme here a week 
ago and rented a room from roe. 1 
r.evrr saw them before hi my life. They 
have been fighting nearly nil the time 
alnc** they came, and the other night 
I told him they would have to move. 
The screams of the woman were aw¬ 
ful." _ 

Many Robberies Reported. 

With the coming of colder weather 
a surprising number of burglaries have 
been committed in Louisville In the last 
week. None of the thieves his succeed¬ 
ed In getting much booty, but the at¬ 
tempts in several cases have been dar¬ 
ing, and the persistency of the rep tl- 
tion of the performance is alarming. 

Window’s have been broken open both 
by rlny and night, and thieves have 
entered residences In nearly every sec¬ 
tion of the city. Most of th • work 
appears to have been done by negroes, 
though a well-dressed young white man 
was frustrated In an effort to pick the 
lock of a Fourth-avenue business house 
early Thursday morning.

Too frightened to move and only able 
to pl*»nd softly for the man to relight 
the lamp. Miss Dirk lay perfectly still, 
almost paralyzed with fear. Seeing that 
the three occupants of the house w’ere 
in the bed, the robber w’ent into the 
next room, where he opened all the 
drawers he could find, turned over fur¬ 
niture and beds and spent a ruthless 
quarter of nn hour searching for 
money, which he seemed to be sure 
was in the house. Occasionally he re¬ 
turned to the bed and pressed his re¬ 
volver to the heart of the frightened 
woman, telling her to lie quiet. 

Unable to discover the object of his 
search he went to the bed a last time 
hnd said: 

"Look here, old wbman, you've got 
money in this house and I want it." 

"If there is money here I don't know 
where It is." whispered Miss Dirk. 

"Well, the old man got paid off to¬ 
night and you nre his wife; you should 
know where It la." To this the young 
woman could only sob that she was not 
related to Mr. Sale in any way. 

Finally tiring In*his senrch after he 
had succeeded In turning the entire 
house topsy-turvy without finding 
money, the intruder returned to the 
room and said; 

"Now I didn't find the money this 
time, but it Is here and I am coming 
back.” 

• * • 

Hands Her Lighted Match. 

With this he lit a match, and hand¬ 
ing it to Miss Dirk, said: 

"Now you may light the lamp after 
I leave, but don’t you make a racket 
or I’ll come back ami kill you." With 
this he departed, slipping out the same 
door he had entered. 

Unable to utter a word. Miss Dirk 
was found by Mrs. .Sale when she re¬ 
turned home. The neighbors were im¬ 
mediately summoned and a physician 
called to attend the young woman, who 
was suffering from an attack of ner¬ 
vous hysteria. She was in n serious 
condition last night. 

Although the robber searched the 
house thoroughly, as he supposed, lie 
failed to find a cant, although there 
was a *10 hill lying on the table in the 
dining-room, near which the young 
woman w’as sitting when he entered. 
The detectives have been Informed of 
the attempted robbery, but little 
grounds have been found on which to 
base a clew to the Identity of the man. 
Miss Dirk was so frightened that she 
is only able to describe him roughly. 
According to her idea, he was tall and 
heavy, with a dark complexion. His 
face wns covered by a mask or shade, 
which he wore over bis eyes. She does 
not think he was a negro on account 
of the language he used and Ids man¬ 
ner of expressing himself.

Saw Stranger In Vicinity. 


STRICT GAME LAWS IN KEN¬ 
TUCKY AND INDIANA. 


RED TAPE ENCOUNTERED. 


Only one other person In the neigh¬ 
borhood can he found who saw the 
mail, and this Is a fourteen-year-old 
boy Ray Rushing, who lives near Mr 
Sale’s residence. The Rushing boy says 
that he saw a stranger In the neigh¬ 
borhood about 9 o’clock and that he 
was tall and dark, but this Is the only 
description he can give of the man. 

It is thought that the robber saw 
Mr Sale receive his pay nt Reeb's cafe 
early in the night, and thinking that 
the latter had returned home Imme¬ 
diately. went to hlM house In an effort 
to get the money. This was a good 
round sum. as Mr. Sale had been work¬ 
ing for several weeks. 


The o0en hunting season begins In 
Kentucky on November 15. and on ac¬ 
count of the fact that a more rigid 
law is now governing the killing of all 
kinds of game, 'that time is being an¬ 
ticipated wfth a keener delight by lov¬ 
ers of sport afield. The new law* now 
In vogue prohibits the shooting of 
rabbits and squirrels as well as quail, 
and left no substitute or opportunity to 
get Into the fields with gun and dog 
until the open season arrives. Before 
the present law was on the statute 
books hunters satisfied themselves with 
the shooting of rabbits and squirrels 
w’hlle they watted patiently for the 
more sportsmanlike and exciting pas¬ 
time of quail shooting, but this year 
they are compelled to watt, unlees they 
chance the violation of the law' and lay 
themselves liable to Indictment. 

The way of the Kentucky hunter is 
Indeed hard to bear. In his own State 
he is allowed but six weeks of un-tram¬ 
meled sport, while In Indiana, Illinois 
and other adjoining Staten the obstacles 
are almost Insurmountable. If he 
would shoot quail In Indiana he must 
po.«weH» first a State license, which he 
may secure only after he has "planked 
down" $25 and furnished a photograph 
of himself to b<» attached to his license 
for Identification purpose*. When he 
g*nn the license he must then secure 
written permission from the owner of 
the land on which he dwiree to hunt. 
Sometimes he can get the permission, 
and more often he cannot. The State 
license he holds Is worthless without 
the permission of the landlord. It furn¬ 
ishes him immunity from arrest at the 
hands of the numerous Indiana game 
w*ardens. but Is as nothing when he in¬ 
advertently or by design makes his way 
Into the fields of an Indium citizen 
w ithout Ms permission. The "red tape" 
course through which the hunter inu»t 
pass before he can experience the thrill 
occasioned by the "whirr” of swift 
fluttering wings, and hear the crack 
of his gun, has a tendency to dampen 
his ardor. 

• • • 

Must Be Careful. 

Even uiien his nerve is sufficient to 
withstand the ordeal his trouble* are 
not at an end. He must be careful, 
after he secures permission to shoot 
over a certain farm that he does not 
overstep the bounds of 'that farm, for 
If he does he may And a loaded shot 
gun. and behind It nn irate landloid. 
who has no special affection for the 
Kentucky hunter. He finds It nearly 
always the case that when hte dog^finds 
a covey of birds they are near a "line 
fence," and are sure to fly over. This 
lu another trying ordeal. 

If the Kentucky hunter Is fortunate 
and secures permission to shoot on an 
Indiana'farm, Ib lucky enough to keep 
his quarry within the bounds prescrib¬ 
ed in his permit* and bags a goodly 
supply, the question arises*, what will 
he do with them? He realizes that he 
left behind those who would applaud 
his prowess if they could hut witness 
the prize—but thc«y cannot, for he must 
not remove them from the boundaries 
of Indiana. He must be satisfied to 
shoot them; to see them fall at the 
crack of his gun. bug them and carry 
thew over the field udth him. and at 
the close of the hunt leave them In the 
hands of the "Hoosiers." If he at¬ 
tempt* to smuggle the game to Ken¬ 
tucky he must chance arrest and worry 
hi* hair groy trying to dodge the alert 
game wardens, who are eager to catch 
him "dead to rights." Thus the pleas¬ 
ure of a hunt In Indiana is discounted 
to such an extent that few* care to at¬ 
tempt it. 

Like laws exist In all the adjoining 
States, leaving only Kentucky open for 
genuine pleasure In the quest for hunt¬ 
ing sport, and the time for It even In 
Kentucky I* short. From November 
15 to January l the season will be open, 
when the hunter in Kentucky may fire 
away at anything that flies or runs be¬ 
fore him. but under the new law, pro¬ 
hibiting the killing of rabbits and 
squirrels, that is the only open season 
for any game In the State. 

• • • 

Prepare For the Field. 

Preparation? for field sports are now 
under way. Gun* are being overhauled, 
oiled and cleaned, hunting suits are be¬ 
ing repaired and farmer friends are 
being communicated with about the 
best hunting grounds, and with the 
coming of the opening day hundreds 
will w*end their way Into the field* 
with gun and dog. The lumber of 
fowling pieces will awaken the echoes 
in all the rural districts and until the 
season^ close* again six weeks hence, 
the wily quail will find little peace, and 
thousands of them will fall. 

Notwithstanding the law forbids the 
killing of rabbit? until November 15. 
there are plenty of them on the Louis¬ 
ville market, and William Berry, re¬ 
cently appointed game warden for Jef¬ 
ferson county, is busy taking notes, 
with n view to indicting both dealers 
and hunters. Dealers when informed 
that they were in violation of the law. 
say that the rabbits they exhibit for 
sale are trapped, and that to trap 
them Is not illegal. In many cases, how¬ 
ever. If you purchase a rabbit and hav# 
It prepared for your table, you will find 
a few pellets of lead In the eating. 

Many of the dealer* excuse* them¬ 
selves by saying they had never read 
the law. pleading Ignorance ns an ex¬ 
tenuating circumstance. Capt. Berry 
says he will indict nil deale?* and hunt¬ 
er* caught violating the law, and that 
he intends to see that the law is obeyed 
to the letter.

KENTUCKY LEADS WORLD 

IN ODD NAMES OF TOWNS. 


Adam, Eve, Cain and Abel Are AH To Be Found, With 
Many Others In Unison. 


Kentucky is said to hold the record 
of all the Staten In the Union for town* 
with odd and unusual names, and, 
Judging from some of these names 
which were discovered by the stenog¬ 
raphers at the Democratic State cam¬ 
paign headquarters during the past few 
weeks, this record seems to be well es¬ 
tablished and deserved. One of the 
stenographer*. a» she came to an un¬ 
usual name, would write It down, and 
the resulting list was something that 
one seldom sees and would hardly be 
believed, yet the official gazeteer of the 
post-office gives the name* and l* the 
authority cited. During the campaign 
letters were sent to persons in every 
one of the towns which are on the list. 

Eden, which is In Butler county, 
should properly come first In the list 
of towns, and immediately after It 
w'ould logically come Adam, which I* 
In Lawrence county. Eve is in Green 
county, and Is a promising place, al¬ 
though small. Cain’s Store is in Pu¬ 
laski. and this is the first mention of 
the way In which the first child born 
to woman earned his livelihood after 
the ejection from the garden. Abel, the 
second born, I* in Laurel county. So 
much for the beginning. Having gotten 
fairly started in the list, the following 
curious connection In names is to be 
noticed: 

Happiness la peculiarly connected 
with some of the towns, at least as far 
as the names go. even If the connec¬ 
tion? do not go further. One ought cer¬ 
tainly to be happy tn Bliss, which Is 
In Adair county, or^ In Joy. Livingston 
county, and one certainly would not be 
sad If he lived In Jolly, Davies* county. 
On the other hand, one would not de¬ 
rive much pleasure from existing in a 
town which travels under the name of 
Blood. Blood Is In Calloway county, 
and Is said to be an exceedingly peace¬ 
able little city. 

Caution. Clay county, may possibly 


be well named If that county's reputa¬ 
tion that it was best to proceed circum¬ 
spectly be correct. The inhabitants of 
Angel. Whitley county, should certain¬ 
ly have good dispositions as well as 
those who live in Halo, Logan county, 
or Sugar. Calloway county. Sweet, 
Bath county, is another town which 
ought to be productive of good living. 
In contrast with these comes Ice, 
Letcher county, and Snow. Clinton 
county. These two places are not In It 
with Summer Shade, which Is In Met¬ 
calfe county, as that is a tolerably 
warm place. Pomp. In Morgan county, 
has it? opposite In Poverty, which Is 
In McLean county. The man who 
named Alone, In Metcalfe county, must 
have been tired and lonesome when he 
fixed this sad imiue to It. 

Awe, in Lewis county, suggest* a sub¬ 
dued feeling, while Faith, In McLean 
county, and Hope. In Montgomery 
county, give one a sense of rest and 
confidence. If one does not get all one 
wants there, one can still go to Balm, 
In Fleming county, and there find re¬ 
lief. ("ash, In Hardin county, and Coin, 
in Pulaski county, suggest wealth, al¬ 
though they are not now tow*na In 
which capitalists reside. Coy, In Mar¬ 
shall county, and Cyclone* in Monroe 
county, reach the opposite extremes, 
v Idle Jamboree, in Pike county, cer¬ 
tainly suggests a hilarious time. The 
following are some of the other names 
which are out of the ordinary:

Shows Healthy Condition of Public's Pockethook—Does 
Not Detract From Retail Stores' Trade. 


"Nothing is so evident of the prosper¬ 
ity of a city as the number of street 
fakers found on its curaer*," said a 
man who observes human nature close¬ 
ly and keeps constantly in touch with 
the commercial pulse of Louisville, yes¬ 
terday afternoon. "If you have taken 
the trouble to notice, there are any 
number of this sort of tradesmen In 
Louisville at present, and Saturday 
night nearly every comer in ithe busi¬ 
ness districts was occupied by some 
freakish looking Individual selling his 
own peculiar article." 

During the past three weeks Louis¬ 
ville has been invaded by any number 
of fakei-8, who seem bent on remaining 
at least a month, and thts fact alone 
makes evident the truth of the above 
statement. Street salesmen never 
pause for any length of time in one city, 
and generally remain less than a week 
but at present there are nearly a dozen 
of this sort of tradesmen in Louisville, 
who have been here »inec the summer 
months. 

This state of affairs is unusual, ns 
there have been few attractions for 
fakers In Louisville during the year 
ami the majority of the class spend 
their summers following street fair 
nnd carnival companies, or visiting 
State and county fairs. The past sum¬ 
mer in Louisville, however, has been 
prosperous in the extreme, compared 
with the one preceding, and very few 
men have been out of employment. This 
fact makes them free spenders, and in 
a city the size of Louisville there is 
always a good majority of the residents 
ready to spend their hard-earned cash 
on some trifle, which is almost worth¬ 
less to them and adds i neat sum to 
the income of the faker. 

Saturday nights are the nights on 


w hich fakers get no rest, but their board 
bills are always pa4d on Monday morn¬ 
ing. The crowds which filled the street? 
Saturday night w r ere greeted at every 
turn by the sharp bark of the "spieler" 
and all sorts of peculiar sounds u. e ed 
to attract the attention of the public. 
Minstrels, preachers, freaks, fake whis¬ 
tles called on every side aj»d back and 
forth between the various attractions, 
weaved the attentions of the fickle pub¬ 
lic. Business men who know say that 
such trad* doe* not materially detract 
from their business and only shows the 
healthy condition of the public's pock- 
etbook. _ _
